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Demos Level Spy 
Charges At Stans 


Formal Document Says 
Nixon's Money Involved 


WASHINGTON (UPD —The Democratic Party 
accused Maurice Stans today of helping hire a 
“ political espionage squad” to spy on Democratic 
officials and candidates, and financing the opera­ 
tion with funds intended for President Nixon’s re- 
election campaign. 
The Democrats named Stans 
in a formal legal document 
along with three other men 
formerly connected either with 
the President’s campaign or 
with the White House. 


The complaint alleged that 
they “ embarked upon a con­ 
spiracy” last spring to purloin 
political secrets from the Dem­ 
o c rats 
‘ *by 
any 
availab le 
means, including theft and pho­ 
tographing of documents, and 
installation and monitoring of 
wiretapping and eavesdropping 
devices.” 


Named with Stans, chairman 
of the Finance Committee to 
Re-Elect the President, were 
former cam paign aides Hugh 


W. Sloan Jr., G. Gordon Liddy 
and E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
The allegation s w ere con­ 
tained in an amended com­ 
plaint, submitted by Democrat­ 
ic party lawyers in U.S. District 
Court here, to a civil suit filed 
last June against five men ar­ 
rested in the break-in at the 
Watergate offices of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
The amended complaint add­ 
ed the four men and the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-Election of 
the President as codefendants 
and upped the demands for 
dam ages from $1 million to $3.2 
million. 
The latest allegation s, ac­ 
cording to sources close to the 


Democrats, were based on in­ 
formation gleaned from a self- 
described participant in the al­ 
leged w iretap operation. He 
was not identified. 
The Democrats charged that 
Stans, former commerce secre­ 
tary, and *he others conspired, 
among other things, to destroy 
financial records showing that 
$114,000 in Nixon cam paign 
funds were diverted to a special 
account to pay the “ espionage 
squad.” 
Sloan was treasurer of Stans’ 
committee at the time of the 
Watergate incident, but left his 
post last July. Liddy was coun­ 
sel to the committee but was 
fired in June after he refused to 
talk to the FBI about the Wat­ 
ergate Caper. 
Hunt was a $100-a-day White 
House consultant at the time 
but he no longer holds that job 
either. 
The Democrats alleged that 
the June 17 break-in w as con­ 
ducted to repair and replace 
faulty eavesdropping equip­ 
ment installed earlier. They al­ 
so alleged that the squad tried 
to break into the offices of 
Sen.G eorge S . M cGovern in 
May.

OAKLAND, Calif. (U PD -Thc 
sleek new B ay A rea R apid 
Iransit District (BART) today 
began limited operations of the 
Eirst completely new m ass tran­ 
sit system built in the United 
States in 65 years. 
The first riders at midmorn- 
ing were Bay area officials and 
newsmen. 
“ The whole world is watching 
the billion and a half dollar bet 
we're making out here in Gold­ 


en Gate country,” said San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto. 
“ We re going to win that bet. 
We’re going |o have the most 
beautiful and efficient transit 
system in the world. We’re 
going to show that we can 
develop balanced tran sp o rta­ 
tion in the fourth largest popu­ 
lation m ass in the country." 
Alioto and Oakland Vice May­ 
or Frank H. Ogawa snipped a 
blue ribbon a cro ss the en-

trancewav to a BART subway 
outside the system ’s new head­ 
quarters in downtown Oakland. 
S im ilar cerem onites w ere 
conducted sim ultan eously at 
the system 's 11 other stations 
opening along the first 28-mile 
section. 
“ That train has been a long 
time coming down that, track, 
but it’s finally here,” said Oga­ 
wa, standing in for Mayor John 
Reading who was out of town. 
Turnstiles opened at noon for 
the first paying customers, who 
inserted tares ranging from 30 
cents to $1 into automatic ticket 
dispensing machines. 
The first trains rolled one 
decade and $1.4 billion after 
voters in three San Francisco 


Bay Area counties approved 
construction of the first com­ 
pletely new m ass transit sys­ 
tem in the nation since 19 07. 
With its luxurious, high-speed 
cars and a schedule promising 
to carry passengers into San 
Francisco more rapidly than 
they can drive from outlying 
suburbs, BART is viewed by 
m ass transit experts as a cru­ 
cial test of whether commuters 
can be lured out of their cars. 
The key section—a 3.6-mile 
tran sbay tube between San 
Francisco and Oakland and the 
downtown San Francisco sub­ 
way—won’t begin operation un­ 
til midsummerof next year. By 
19 75-76, BART expects to carry 
62 million passengers a year

ic right to privacy and is 
nconstitutional. 
The U.S. district court said 
ic Bank Secrecy Act, which 
as passed in 19 70 and went 
ito effect this year, insofar as 
gives the government a blan- 
et power to examine records 
f individuals “ is such an inva- 
ion of a citizen’s right to priva- 
y as amounts to an unreasona- 
le search within the meaning 
f the Fourth Amendment.” 
The provisions of the law 
eqqiring banks to maintain mi- 
rofilmed records of all trans- 
ctions and report to the gov- 
rnment on large international 
loney transactions were up- 
eld. 
But, the court said, the law, 
s unconstitutional insofar as it 
uthorizes the government “ to 
equire virtually unlimited re- 
orting from hanks and their 
ustomers of domestic financial 
ransactions as a surveillance 
evice for the alleged purpose 
f discovering possible, but un- 
peeified, wrongdoing among 
he citizenry.” 
The court said the relation­ 


ship bet ween the requirements 
of this law and the likelihood of 
uncovering wrongdoing w as 
“ far-fetched.” 


A three-judge panel which 
ruled on a challenge to the law 
noted that the Act makes no 
provision for any judicial or 
administrative requirement for 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
before he orders an individual’s' 
bank records disclosed. 


The court, also noted that 
when the government gets the 
records of an individual’s bank 
account these might contain 
“ details of his personal finan- 
affairs” such as to whom 
is paying money, and other 
in fo rm a tio n a p p e a r in g on 
checks. 
The judges said this is the 
kind of information that must 
be obtained from the individual 
himself through legal means. 
The challenge to the Bank 
Secrecy Act was made by Cali­ 
fornia banker Fortney Stark 
and the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union and was backed by 
the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion. 
The governm ent contended 
that the individual depositor 
had “ no inherent interest” in

The Washington Post pub­ 
lished a story this morning 
saying that Albert was driving 
when his auto hit another car 
and a small truck in northwest 
Washington Saturday evening. 
There was no injury, damage 
was minor, and police did not 
file a report, the Post said. 
The newspaper said a police­ 
man drove Albert home after 
the accident, and that Albert 
earlier had tried to shove two 
other policemen at the scene, 
saying, “ Leave me alone. 1 am 
Carl Albert, Speaker of the 
House...you cannot touch m e.” 
A lbert w as ask ed whether

13 Dead In Two 
Bus Accidents 


MEXICO CITY (UPD—Two 
bus accidents only 30 minutes 
apart on the sam e highway 
leading to Mexico City killed 13 
persons and injured 60, police 
said Monday. 
The accidents happened on 
the northbound highway at 6:30 
and at 7 p.m. Sunday. The first 
mishap occurred when a bus 
overturned, killing four passen­ 
gers. 
Half an hour later, another 
bus hit a protective guard rail 
and overturned, killing nine 
passengers. 
The injured were taken to 
hospitals in Mexico City, about 
35 m iles away.

The Cadillac Motor Division 
of GM said that the shafts may 
be a fraction of an inch too long 
.and “ could result in unusual 
pressure on the wheel bearing 
singled by loud noise. 


“ If this is ignored and the 
driver continues to operate the 
ear without having it serviced,” 
Cadillac said, “ the bearing will 
fail and could cause a loss of 
rear wheel brakes.” 


Cadillac said that should the 
rear brakes fail “ front brakes 
still are entirely operable, and 
by using caution, the car can be 
brought to a safe stop.”

CHICAGO iUPD - A stu dy in 
the cu rrent issu e of the Jou rnal 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation showed that nearly half 
of the persons inv olv ed in acci­ 
dents inv olv ing the wearing of 
scarfs died. 
Reporting on the "long scarf” 
or 
“ Isadora 
Du ncan 
sy n­ 
d rom e.” JAMA said in the 
stu dy of 11 cases the death rate 
was 45 per cent. 
Dancer Isadora Du ncan was 
strangled when her long scarf 
cau ght in the wheel of a con­ 
v ertible she was riding in. 
The jou rnal said all accidents 
occu rred in the winter when the 
scarfs becam e entangled in 
mov ing machinery . Nine of the 
v ictims were females between 
the ages of 10 and 30.

with last week’s slay ing of 11 
Israelis in Mu nich at the hands 
of Palestinian gu errillas. 
Althou gh the resolu tion had 
the necessary majority of v otes 
for passage, the U.S. v eto killed 
it. The v ote was 13 in fav or with 
the United States—one of the 
v eto-holding powers on the 
cou ncil—v oting against and 
Panam a abstaining. 
U.S. 
A m bassador George 
Bu sh earlier in the day had 
tried and failed at getting a 
U.S.-sponsored resolu tion to a 
v ote. The resolu tion wou ld hav e 
condemned the “ senseless and 
completely u nprov oked” attack 
by the Black September Arab 
gu errilla grou p on the Israeli 
team members. 


Mex ico Seek ing 
Ex portation Law 


MEXICO CITY (UPI)—The' 
Finance Ministry is seeking a 
law to force non-Mex ican com­ 
panies to ex port a percentage 
of the produ cts they produ ce in 
Mex ico, a ministry spokesman 
said today . 
The law cou ld hit U.S. compa­ 
nies heav ily , depending on the 
percentages of ex ports demand­ 
ed. 
A m erican au to com panies, 
for ex ample, wou ld be requ ired 
to ex port either completed cars 
or parts m anu factu red in Mex i­ 
co. Ford, Chry sler and General 
Motors all hav e factories in 
Mex ico. 
Finance Minister Hu go Mar- 
gain Friday hinted at the m ea­ 
su re du ring a speech to con­ 
gress. He said more than 100 
foreign companies were ex ploit­ 
ing the Mex ican market, while 
their own home offices forbid 
them to ex port produ cts. 


Before the v ote on the Somali 
resolu tion, the cou ncil—meeting 
in an emergency session called 
by Sy ria and Lebanon to con­ 
demn Israeli attacks into those 
cou ntries—rejected a series of 
W e ste rn a m e nd m e nts th a t 
wou ld hav e broadened the So­ 
mali measu re to deplore all 
acts of terrorism. 
The Sov iet Union and China 
also cast two v etoes, blocking 
the acceptance of one of the 
Western amendments that was 
otherwise ratified by nine v otes 
—the requ ired m ajority for pas­ 
sage. 
It was China’s second 
U.N v eto and the 109 th for the 
Sov iets. 
The only other tim e the Unit­ 
ed States cast a v eto was in 
March, 19 70, when it helped 
Britain block an African at­ 
tem pt to ex tend the scope of the 
sanctions imposed on the white 
minority Rhodesian regime. 
Bu sh said after Su nday ’s Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil v ote: 
“ Is it not a dou ble standard 
to su ggest that states mu st 
control their own forces, a point 
which we readily grant, bu t 
that these states need not con­ 
trol irregu lar forces in their 
te rritory —forces of m u rder, 
forces of terror? 
“ We hav e been walking a 
v ery dangerou s path by ou r 
silence on terrorism . We inv ite 
more terrorism by ou r silence 
in the disaster in Mu nich. Are 
we indeed inv iting more Mu n- 
ichs?” 
In his speech before the cou n­ 
cil, Bu sh said: “ Vu nich was so 
horrible, so v iciou s, so bru tal, 
so detrimental to order in the 
world and to peace in the Mid­ 
dle East that we simply mu st 
not act here as if it did not 
ex ist.”

Lansky . 7 2,j:am e to Israel in 
19 70 and stay ed for one y ear on 
a tou rist v isa before apply ing 
for citizenship u nder the law of 
retu rn, which forbids rejecting 
the immigration requ est of any 
Jew u nless he is adju dged su ch 
a threat. 


The state had said that if the 
cou rt ru led against Lansky , it 
wou ld grant him free passage 
to any where he wants to go 
instead of sending him back to 
the United States, where he is 
u nder indictment on charges of 
illegal gambling and tax ev a­ 
sion.

Voters Support 
Nixon's Bombing Policy

A national pollster reported 
today that potential voters sur­ 
veyed favor President Nixon's 
bombing policy in Vietnam by a 
margin of 55 to 32 per cent. 


“ The rationale behind public 
thinking is that 'by mining har­ 
bors ami bombing, the North 
Vietnamese will come to peace 
terms faster,’ ” said syndicated 
poll-taker I/)uis Harris. 


Harris also said the potential 
voters approved by 74 to 11 per 
cent the President’s contention 
that “ it is important that South 
Vietnam not fall into the control 
of the Communists.' 


a speech to union members in 
Las Vegas, Nev., saying the 
administration wants to abolish 
the economic controls as soon 
as possible. 
“ None of us likes wage and 
price controls,” Agnew said. 
“ We intend to rid ourselves of 
them as soon as we can. But 
the times and our legacy from 
the past, my friends, pretty 
much determine our policy op­ 
tions.' 


The poll was anything but 
good news to Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate George S. 
McGovern, who is pegging his 
campaign heavily on a pledge 
to get the United States out of 
Vietnam as quickly as possible. 
Today, McGovern turned to 
the issue of wage-price con­ 
trols, saying in a statement 
issued by his headquarters in 
Washington that the adminis­ 
tration’s program had been a 
“ disaster” and the Price Com­ 
mission “ almost a total fail­ 
ure” . 
Vice President Spiro T. Ag­ 
new took up the same subject in 


In his statement. McGovern 
said the Price Commission had 
failed to do its job because of a 
preoccupation with “ maintain­ 
ing profits, not with controlling 
inflation” . 
“ The Republican wage-price 
controls have been a disaster.” 
McGovern said. “ The inflation 
has not stopped. Consumer 
prices rose at a rate of 3.5 per 
cent in the eight months be­ 
tween November, 1971, and Ju­ 
ly-only a little below the rate 
prior to the controls and consid­ 
erably above the 2.5 per cent 
goal.” 
McGovern said inflation was 
“ actually accelerating” be­ 
cause over the last three 
months, the wholesale index 
has risen at a 7.4 per cent rate, 
faster than at any time during 
the last 12 months. 


A greatly different view of 
the state of the economy was 
taken Sunday by Donald Rums­ 
feld. director of the administra­ 
tion's Cost of Living Council, 
who said the job-producing 
record of the economy during a 
year of controls and defense 
industry cutbacks has been 
“ nothing short of spectacular 


“ The ability of this economy 
to grow and expand and break 
a new record practically every 
month on the employment side, 
that is to say the number of 
people productively employed 
in this economy, is amazing.' 
Rumsfeld said. 


Rumsfeld said the 5.6 per 
cent unemployment rate report­ 
ed last month still was too high, 
but he said the rate has been 
coming down and he anticipat­ 
ed it would fall further “ in the 
period just ahead 
McGovern scheduled cam­ 
paign appearances in the Min- 
neapolis-St. Paul area today. 
Sunday he made appearances 
at Española, N.M., and Hous­ 
ton, Tex., telling a crowd of 
10,(XK) at Española that a “ bet­ 
ter day” was coming for Span- 
ish-surnamed people of the 
United States. 
Nixon scheduled a busy day 
in the White House today.

chairman of the Council of En­ 
vironmental Quality, who is 
leaving for the Soviet Union 
Sargent Shriver. the Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential candi­ 
date, said Sunday Israel should

Chicano Hecklers 
Stop Kennedy Speech 


Classes Slated 
In Terra Linda 


LOS ANGELES OJPD-Chi- 
cano Activists, chanting and 
jeering, prevented Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy from making a 
speech Sunday on behalf of 
Democratic Presidential Candi­ 
date George McGovern. 
About 30 hecklers clapped 
rapidly and chanted “ Chicano 
power, Chicano power,” as 
Kennedy tried to speak to a 
crowd of about 2,500, mostly 
Mexican-Americans at East 
Los Angeles College. 
The Massachusetts Senator’s 
prepared speech was a call for 
improvements in the lives of 
Spanish-speaking Americans, 
and criticized the Nixon admin­ 
istration's record in dealing 
with Hispanic-Americans. 
He did not get to deliver it. 
“ It’s nice to be back in sunny, 
Southern California,” Kennedy 
said as the protesters kept him 
from being heard. “ I’d forgot­ 
ten what it was like to be 
heckled.” 
Kennedy offered to let the 
activists have the microphone if 
they had anything to say, pro­ 
posing they send a spokesman 


to speak for seven minutes, and 
then let him talk for seven 
minutes. 
One of the protestors spoke 
■for seven minutes, but when 
'Kennedy attempted to talk, the 
Chicano group again began 
chanting and jeering. After sev­ 
eral minutes, Kennedy gave up. 


Kennedy is on a campaign 
swing through Southern Califor­ 
nia for McGovern. He was 
scheduled to address the con­ 
vention of the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists today, 
along with Democratic Vice 
Presidential Candidate Sargent 
Shriver.

Left And Right In Education: 
The Left Wing Has Control

(Professor of Edu cation, California State Univ ersity , San Jose) 


Edu cation and politics hav e mu ch in 
common. As there is a political spectru m 
to designate the left-wing or right-wing 
stance of politicians, there is also an 
edu cational spectru m on which left-wing, 
centrist, and right-wing edu cators can be 
identified. 
For nearly a half centu ry American 
pu blic edu cation has been dominated by 
left wingers. That is, controlled largely 
by adv ocates of social ex perimentalism, 
and social and natu ralistic progressiv - 
ism. Social ex perimentalists believ e it is 
the job of the school to prepare y ou th for 
a progressiv e restru ctu ring of society . 
More than a fu ll generation ago, the 
then president of the Univ ersity of Wis­ 
consin, Glenn Frank, warned of the 
danger to American pu blic edu cation 
from ex treme forms of social ex perimen­ 
talism: 
. . from the widely separated 
qu arters of the Right and the Left hav e 
arisen Americans who demand that the 
schools be made agencies of propaganda. 
Those on the right want the schools to 
become agencies of propaganda for their 
particu lar conserv ativ e concept of the 
traditional social order. Those on the left 
want them to become agencies of propa­ 
ganda for their particu lar brand of a new 
social order based on some measu re of 
collectiv ism.” 
The social ex perimentalists play down

competition and elev ate cooperation to a 
statu s of dominance in school programs. 
Thu s, edu cation for indiv idu alism has 
lost grou nd while a fav orable climate has 
been established for the belief that grou p 
ju dgment is su perior to indiv idu al ju dg­ 
ment. 
While the social ex perimentalists and 
the progressiv ists occu py the left wing of 
the edu cational spectru m, the essential- 
ists and perennialists are said to be right 
wingers. 
The essentialists are adv ocates of basic 
edu cation — the so-called three R’s — 
and other su bject m atter and skills they 
believ e will enable stu dents to liv e effec­ 
tiv ely in present and fu tu re env iron­ 
ments. The perennialists and essentialists 
espou se an edu cational sy stem that is 
teacher and su bject-m atter centered, 
whereas the ex perimentalists and pro­ 
gressiv ists are child-centered in their 
approach. 
Regardless of the ou tcome of the No­ 
v ember elections, whether political con­ 
serv ativ es or liberals emerge as v ictors 
at the polls, the American edu cational 
sy stem will continu e its leftward thru st 
with social ex perimentalists in firm con­ 
trol of United States edu cation from 
kindergarten throu gh the u niv ersity . 
Thu s, edu cational programs featu ring 
social and emotional adju stment rather 
than academics will continu e to preempt 
all other considerations in American 
pu blic edu cation.

Danger Of Middle East War 
Lessens; Nixon, McGovern Helped 


The danger of renewed war between 
Israel and Egy pt is waning. At last the 
ingredients of an Arab-Israeli settlement 
are at hand. 
Israel’s discu ssed retu rn of the Gaza 
Strip and su bstantial parts of the sou th­ 
ern Sinai wou ld hav e come sooner, bu t 
the Israelis had to be certain that the 
ex pu lsion of the Sov iet forces was firm. 
With the Ru ssians ou t, the Egy ptian.s 
cannot risk attack. With the Ru ssians 
ou t, Israel is militarily secu re and can 
offer generou s peace terms. 


Negotiations may take many months.

1969, Nix on signaled a warning to 
Moscow that the greatest danger of war 
wou ld be to risk a military confrontation 
with the United States in the Middle 
East, The Sov iets ex panded their forces 
in Egy pt, bu t they serv ed to restrain 
Egy pt from going on the attack. 
In the last two weeks McGov ern has 
sent personal assu rances to the Israeli 
leaders that he deemed it v ital to the 
United States to keep Israel secu re. 


WHAT CAIRO HAD TO DECIDE. The 
Egy ptians were in a box . They fou nd that 
the Sov iet forces in Egy pt were u nwilling 
to help them driv e the Israelis ou t of 
Egy ptian territory . They also fou nd that 
the Israelis wou ld offer them nothing 
approaching an acceptable settlement as 
long as the Sov iet troops remained. 
They chose the only way ou t: to ex pel 
the Ru ssians and wait for a decent 
Israeli offer. 


This is why the ingredients of peace 
are at hand.

McGovern Campaign In Better 
Shape Than Humphrey's Was 


GRESHAM, Ore — The chartered jets, 
the crowds that ru n together in the mind, 
the contu sions from lethal-edged telev i­ 
sion equ ipment, the postmidnight bu s 
rides throu gh snarling sirens and u gly 
su bu rbs, the predawn departu res, the 
failing fu rther and fu rther behind sched­ 
u le — aside from satisfy ing the masoch- 
ist inside, there is a sensible reason for 
endu ring all this again. 


It is (he price y ou pay for perspectiv e. 
W’hen y ou watched Hu bert' Hu mphrey 
stu mble thoru gh the first week of his 1968 
campaign; when y ou hav e been before to 
the Labor Day parade in Barberton. 
Ohio; when y ou hav e gau ged the crowds 
at the same airports and au ditoriu ms 
more than once, y ou hav e a mu ch more 
confident feeling, for ex ample, of where 
George McGov ern stands at the end of 
his first bona fide campaign week. You 
can report that the only things the 
Hu mphrey and McGov ern campaigns 
hav e in common at this point is that both 
candidates are nominal Democrats and 
both started far behind Mr. Nix on in the 
|K)lls. 


THROUGH MOST of September, 1968 , 
the Hu mphrey campaign reeled from city 
to city . It was nu mb, desperately hu ng 
ov er from the Chicago conv ention at the 
end of Au gu st. Hu mphrey carried the 
albatross of Vietnam arou nd his neck.

When McGov ern rode on the back of a 
conv ertible throu gh the su nny , shabby 
downtown streets of Barberton, it was 
more like an earlier era than like 1968 
(ex cept that when he got ou t to shake 
hands along the crowd at Tu scarawas 
and Second, a chill ran u p my back that I 
hav e ex perienced only since what hap­ 
pened to Robert Kennedy and George 
Wallace). When he got to the u ptown 
section, an elderly Repu blican-sty le lady 
in a folding chair .said to passersby , 
“ He’s an u ninv ited gu est here.” She 
probably said the same thing abou t 
Hu mphrey when he rolled past in 19 ^, on 
his way to smite Barry Goldwater at the 
park by the lake, before a crowd bigger 
than the one McGov ern drew. That was 
the y ear Hu mphrey first called himself 
“the happy warrior,” and nobody then 
thou ght of it as a sick joke. 


Some did in ’68 . He started his cam­ 
paign in Philadelphia, mistakenly try ing 
to match there the crowd Mr. Nix on had 
drawn earlier in Chicago. It was a flop, 
and to make it worse there were the 
chanting pickets with the words that 
hau nted his campaign: “One, two, three, 
fou r, we don’t want y ou r blanking w ar!” 
and “ Du mp the Hu mp! Du mp the Hu mp! 


WHEN MCGOVERN came into SeatUe 
the other night, he had a good crowd 
waiting in the street ou tside his hotel — 
mostly y ou ng people, u niv ersity age. It 
was one of the best rallies of his begin­ 
ning campaign. Bu t the crowd was no 
larger than the one Hu mphrey had in an 
au ditoriu m in Seattle slightly less than 
fou r y ears before. 
The difference was that a platoon of 
u niv ersity demonstrators with a bu llhorn 
got inside and delay ed H u m phrey ’s 
speech, nearly drowning him ou t. Mu ch 
the same thing happened when he came 
to Portland. Neither on telev ision nor in 
the newspapers was there more than a 
line abou t what he came there to say , 
only the fact that he had to stru ggle to 
say any thing. 
.McGov ern has encou ntered nothing like 
that. He met sizable, warm gatherings 
wherev er his adv ance men wanted them 
at Sav annah airport, Canton-Akron 
airport, on Labor Day at Barberton and 
Chippewa Lake, in Seattle and onward. 
There was an occasional pro-Nix on plac­ 
ard, and once a chant of “Fou r more 
y ears!” Bu t the candidate may hav e 
mis.sed th§ m altogether. 


THE PEOPLE who were v ictimizing 
pfior Hu mphrey at ev ery .stop theoretical­ 
ly are the ones bu sy now registering 
other y ou ng v oters for McGov ern. They 
hav e switched from mob cen.sorship to 
fu ndamental electiono(*ring. 


His aides believ e that as he becomes 
more familiar, hi.s standing in the polls 
will grow, and if he listens grimly to 
enou gh u nemploy ed workers and ex am­ 
ines enou gh food-stamp potatoes before 
enou gh carefu lly spaced cameras in the 
nine weeks ahead, he will su rprise the 
world again In Nov ember. 
It seems absu rd, I know. Mr. Nix on’s 
last reported margin ov er him was 34 
percentage points. Yet, rem em bering 
how shattered Hu mphrey was at this 
point and how close he ev entu ally came, 
andsadly realizing how the absence of 
v enomou s disru ption can seem a positiv e 
adv antage to a politician’s campaign in 
ou r times in American, y ou are forced to 
believ e a seriou s political contest is Ju st 
ahead.

Hippiedom's Own Establishment 
Celebrated In Fan Magazine Style 


Howard Smith is a Villaije 
Voice columnist, present “ at 
every ‘hip’ event in New York 
standing a well-tailored six- 
foot-three, surveying the scene 
and getting ready to tell the 
world." 


If Walter and Louella Par­ 
sons had had a son and brought 
him up on McDougal Street, 
that boy, Mr. and Mrs, America 
and alt the ships at sea, might 
have become Howard Smith. 
Or so Smith’s anonymous 
biographer speculates, adding: 
"Many people have laid the 
term ‘rip-off’ at Howard’s 
feet. . .but every culture has 
its chronicler, and in Howard 
Smith, the New York hip world 
finds, perhaps with some re­ 
luctance, a compiler of the 
marginalia that makes the 
movement more than just a 
collection of manifestos." 


THE MINIBIOGRAPHY ap- 
pears in a new counterculture 
reference book titled "Mug 
Shots: Who’s Who in the New 
Earth." And if Howard Smith is 
ripping off the counterculture 
— alas, he’s listed as a consul­ 
tant to Youth Concepts (a 
"marketing firm ") — then 
"Mug Shots" is certainly rip­ 
ping off him. So it goes. 
"Mug Shots" (and the How­ 
ard Smiths glamorized in it) 
are, in fact, the indicators that 
the counterculture now has its 
own Establihment, its own 
Beautiful People. The names in 
".Mug Shots" are indeed the 
Names of the ’70s: Kate Millett, 
Abbic Hoffman, Andy Warhol, 
Marshall McLuhan, Ralph Na­ 
der, Eldridge Cleaver — these 
are no longer counterculture 
personalities but the candidates 
for the covers of Time maga­ 
zine, the most sought guests for 
the 
Cavett-Carson-Griffin 
shows, the new household 
words. It is the old candidate 
for the cover of Time magazine 
— the president of General 
Motors, the Debutante of the 
Year, and .so on — who now 
seems to belong to the minority 
culture. 
"The times they are a-chan- 
gin’," went the Bob Dylan song. 
In a doubly ironic sense the 
words are true: the changers, 
too, have changed. If the under­ 
ground has surfaced to supply a 
nation in the market for Wood- 
stock chic — for a hip life-style 
who’s left? "Where is that 
whole happy tormented crowd I 
used to know?" cried a hip Rip 
Van Winkle in Smith’s own 
newspaper upon revisiting 
Greenwich Village a decade lat- 


er. "Where have all the hips­ 
ters gone?" 


"Mug Shots" with its hip- 
Horatio Alger success stories 
gives one answer. The old outsi­ 
ders have become the new in.si- 
ders, suffering the awful en­ 
shrinements of all celebrities. 
In gushing fan-magazine style, 
"Mug Shots” writes of a star 
poet-guru: “ If the planet were 
leveled tomorrow, Gary Snyder 
is the one person you would 
want to have at your side." 


WHAT A CO.NFUSION of hip 
values: 


But if the jcounterculture is 
getting ripped off, co-opted, and 
— dirty word — institutional­ 
ized, it is also getting thought 
through. The palmy days of 
spontaneity may be over. But 
the best of those impulses are 
being connected into a coherent 
philosophy. 
“ Where the Wa.steland Ends" 
by Theodore Roszak is the most 
successful attempt .so far to 
codify the premises underlying 
the mere phenomenon of the 
counterculture. (Roszak’s forth­ 
coming work is distinctly more 
serious than Charles Reich’s 
"The Greening of America," 
which managed to seem simul­ 
taneously premature and too 
late.) 
“ This boQk," Roszak states 
flatly, “is about the religious 
dimension of political life. . .It 
is the energy of religious re­ 
newal that will generate the 
next politics," 
"How are we to create a sane 
life?" 
"How do I save my soul?" 
These are the political ques­ 
tions Roszak considers perti­ 
nent. 


HIS INDICTMENT of the Su­ 
perstate and Technology comes 
back to one fundamental argu­ 
ment: They turn "people and 
nature into mere, worthless 
things," In their emphasis on 
perfectible methods-and-sys- 
tems, they neglect in the name 
of a fal.se practicality what 
Wordsworth called “ visionary 
power," what Goethe called 
"respect for the unfathoma­ 
ble." 
Roszak sees the countercul­ 
ture as "a massive salvage 
operation" to. restore to honor 
the mystical, the playful as­ 
pects of human nature — to 
reassert the whole man cele­ 
brating the universe as well as 
manipulating it. 
Years from now will the 
counterculture be judged as an 
erratic but effective refresher

EOC Directors Still Bicker

Charging they had tried to 
destroy the agency by wiring 
Governor Reagan to block a 
federal grant, Conklin gained 
some support from other mem­ 
bers of the board. 
While the ouster was rejected 
by the full board after a shout­ 
ing, fist-pounding session, it 
was interesting to note Conldin 
managed to once again skip by 
without explanation of what he 
and his staff do for $10,000 each 
month. 
It was also interesting to note 
that those who supported his 
attempt to oust two board 
members were among the 
strongest supporters of Lomax. 
Not much has changed.

Blockbuster 
Kills Three 
In Ireland 
BELFAST (UPD-Three gol- 
dier.s were killed by “ the larg- 
e.it bomb yet" in Northern Ire­ 
land, a 500-pound blockbuster 
which destroyed a 10-ton Sara­ 
cen armored car Sunday night. 
Two soldiers inside the six- 
wheel vehicle were killed out­ 
right' when the bomb, e.stimated 
at 500 pounds of explosive, blew 
up under the armored car, 
flipped it on its hack and sent it 
flying upside down 20 yards 
along a quiet country road. 
Two of the other five soldiers 
in the Saracen had to be cut 
free with acetylene torches. 
One of them died in a military* 
hospital this morning. Two oth­ 
ers were in critical condition. 
The soldier’s death was the 
12.5th among British troopers in 
three years of Ulster violence 
which has .so far taken 5.57 
lives. 
The blast blew a crater near­ 
ly 20 feet deep in the road. A 
civilian driver happening by 
just after the rescue failed to 
brake in time and his car 
plunged into the hole. He was 
'hospitalized, but his injuries 
were minor. 
In Belfast, members of the 
paramilitary Protestant Ulster 
Defense Association (UDA) and 
the political Vanguard front or­ 
ganization announced they were 
patching up their differences to 
oppose "ineifectual" British 
Ulster policy. 
The new resolve grew out of a 
gunfight Thursday between 
UDA men and British troops, 
the first such army-Protestant 
clash in three years of troubles.

Found In Cities 


WASHINGTON (UPI)~ The 
National Re.search Council says 
lung cancer, which claims the 
lives of 60,(0) Americans an­ 
nually, is twice as common 
among city-dwellers as it is in 
the countryside, 


1*he council, research arm of 
the National Academy of .Sci­ 
ences, issued a 303-pagc report 
Sunday which concluded that 
city air is 15 times more pollut­ 
ed than country air. And, the 
report said, lung cancer is most 
common in tho.se city areas 
where general industrial pollu­ 
tion is worse. 
“ Although not all studies are 
completely consistent," the re­ 
port .said, “ it is clear that 
increased lung cancer mortality 
is generally associated with ur­ 
ban living." 
The study noted that ciga­ 
rette smoking is still the prime 
cau.se of the increa.se in lung 
cancer. "But smoking alone 
cannot account for the increase 
or the different rates of lung 
cancer in urban and rural 
areas." 
The NRC said lung cancer is 
now the greatest cause of can­ 
cer deaths among American 
men, killing 50,(0J a year. Lung

The group of compounds is 
called POM for “ polychclic or­ 
ganic matter.” A POM ingredi­ 
ent called bcnzo pyrene, car­ 
ried by .soot in the air, is a 
powerful cau.se of cancer in 
laboratory animals, the NRC 
said. 
Though it has not been 
proved absolutely that POM 
pollution causes cancer in 
man," cigarette smoke and city 
air have some carcinogenic 
substances and gases in com­ 
mon," the report stated.

Corona, apparently recov ered 
from two suspected heart at­ 
tacks that followed his arrest, 
is being tried in a 77-seat, 
windowless, wood-panelled and 
gold-carpeted Solano County 
courtroom. Tight security has 
been imposed for the court pro­ 
ceedings. 
Selection of a 12-member jury 
with two alternates is the first 
task during the opening ses­ 
sions before v isiting Superior 
Court Judge Richard Patton. A 
panel of 100 prospectiv e jurors 
has boon summoned. The entire 
trial is expected to last sev eral 
months. 
The Mexican-born Corona, 
who has steadfastly maintained 
his innocence, is being prose­ 
cuted by G. Dav id Teja, a 
meticulous, pipe-smoking Sut­ 
ter County district attorney. 
The defense attorney is Richard 
E. Hawk, a flamboyant v eteran 
criminal lawyer from Concord, 
Calif. 
The trial originally was to 
hav e begun Sept. 5 but was 
postponed briefly by an appel­ 
late court. It was reset for 
today after Corona relented to a 
prosecution demand for fresh 
handwriting samples. 
Teja wants to compare Coro­ 
na’s handwriting with a list of 
names in a green ledger alleg­ 
edly found in Corona’s bed­ 
room. The book reportedly con­ 
tains the handwritten names of 
sev en of the v ictims plus dates 
and locations the state says are 
pertinent to the case. 
Corona’s trial was mov ed to 
this rural town of 48 .000. near 
big Trav is Air Force Base, 
after Hawk contended massiv e 
pretrial publicity made it im­ 
possible for Corona to receiv e a 
fair trial in Yuba City, near the 
grav e sites. 
“Juan is a kind, gentle man.” 
Hawk says in describing his 
client. He says Corona’s prose­ 
cutors know he is innocent and 
that the identity of the killer 
will come out early in the trial. 
The- case began unfolding 
May 21, 1971, when the first 
body was found by a Japanese 
rancher on his property. Four 
days later eight more hacked 
corpses were pulled out of 
makeshift grav es in fruit or­ 
chards near the Feather Riv er.

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Kirchanski Due 
D A R Honors 


The Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution’s national “ Im­ 
migrant of the Year” award 
will be presented Sept. 28 to 
.fames W. Kirchanski, San Ra- 
ael educator. 
The award is given annually 
to the immigrant citizen chosen 
by a DAR selection committee 
as having “done most to ad­ 
vance American ideals.” 
Kirchanski, who heads Three- 
R and Jameson Hall Schools in 
San Rafael, San Leandro and 
Santa Rosa, was proposed for 
the award by Sequoia Chapter 
of DAR in San Francisco. He 
was chosen for the devotion to 
American ideals characterizing 
his educational philosophy. 
The presentation will be at a 
noon luncheon at the Hyatt 
House in Oakland. 
Kirchanski was brought to 
the United States from his na­ 
tive Yugoslavia as an 8-month- 
old infant in October 1920. He 
and his Serbian parents re­ 
turned to their native country 
in 1932, but again immigrated 
to the U. S. a year and one-half 
later. 
Kirchanski says that the con­ 
trast between what he had ex­ 
perienced growing up in Ameri­ 
ca and the repression under 
King Alexander in the Yugo­ 
slavia of 1932 imbued him with 
his appreciation of the superior­ 
ity of American freedom.

He served as an Army para­ 
trooper in the South Pacific 
during World War II, and after 
the war studied for his B.A. 
degree at Wayne State Univer­ 
sity in Ohio. Later he took post­ 
graduate work at University of 
California. 


He started teaching in public 
elementary schools in 1950 ir 
Soledad, and spent two years ir 
the Sausalito schools in 1952-54 
leaving to establish the first 
Three-R School in San Rafael. 


Teacher Walkouts 
Extend Vacations

School bells rang today in 
New York City and Kansas 
City, Mo., where labor disputes 
apparently had been settled, 
but walkouts elsewhere extend­ 
ed the summer vacations of 
half a million students at least 
one more day. 
The continuing disputes af­ 
fected school districts in Penn­ 
sylvania, Illinois, Nevada. 
Rhode Island and Massachu­ 
setts. The state hardest hit was 
Pennsylvania, where teacher 
walkouts in 28 districts, includ­ 
ing Philadelphia, affected close 
to 400,000 students. 
In New York City, the United 
Federation of Teachers (UFT) 
told its 60,000 members to re­ 
port for work as a token of 
“ good faith” even though they 
have not yet formally approved 
a new three-year contract. 
The UFT said a vote on the 
contract has been put off “ at 
least until Tuesday” because of 
problems in putting the con­ 
tract into formal language and 
distributing copies to teachers. 
In Kansas City, some 700 
maintenance workers and cus­ 
todians voted Sunday to end a 
strike which had forced city 
schools to close last Thursday. 
Terms of their union’s agree­ 
ment with schoot authorities 


were not announced immediate­ 
ly- 
In Philadelphia, negotiators 
for the school district and the 
teachers’ union were meeting 
today to try again to settle the 
city’s second school strike in 
three years. 
Negotiations between striking 
teachers and school officials in 
Rockford, 111., second largest 
district in the state, were inter­ 
rupted Friday when board 
members walked out Friday, 
but were resumed Saturday. 
Some 2,300 teachers are on 
strike, affecting 43,000 pupils. 
In Las Vegas, Nev., no new 
action in a court battle over 
busing was expected until Tues­ 
day. Fifty-two elementary 
schools serving 30,000 young­ 
sters were shut down when a 
state court halted a federal 
ruling ordering busing for ra­ 
cial integration. Officials say 
the schools will stay closed 
until a decision is reached in 
federal court. 
Arguments on a court order 
against teachers’ strikes in sev­ 
en Rhode Island communities 
will be heard Monday in state 
Supreme Court. Teachefs and 
school officials appeared to be 
waiting for a ruling before 
making further decisions.

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Gunmen Kill Police 
Chief Of Bermuda 


From W elfare 
U.S. Hits New 
North Targets 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (UPI) 
—One or more gunmen broke 
into the north shore home of 
Bermuda Police Chief George 
Duckett Saturday night, shot 
him to death and wounded his 
17-year-old daughter, police 
said Sunday. 


There was no known motive 
for the killing, spokesmen said. 
They said it had not been deter­ 
mined what weapon or weapons 
were used or whether there was 
more than one gunman. Offi­ 
cials said Scotland Yard was 
sending two investigators from 
London to enter the case since 
Bermuda is British. 


Police said Duckett, 41, heard 
a noise at the back of his house 


and went to investigate. Gun­ 
fire rang out and his daughter, 
Marcia, ran to the kitchen, 
where her father lay on the 
floor. The girl was struck by a 
bullet moments later. She was 
reported in satisfactory condi­ 
tion Sunday in King Edward 
VII Memorial Hospital. 


Soon after the shooting, police 
set up roadblocks around Duck­ 
ett’s home, located in what 
investigators described as a 
bleak and lonely area on Hamil­ 
ton’s north shore. 


Police said Duckett’s wife, 
Sheena, was in the house at the 
time of the shooting but was 
unharmed. She phoned police 
shortly afterwards. 


From Welfare 


NEW YORK (UPD—About 1,- 
000 drug addicts have been 


notified that the city has re­ 
moved them from welfare rolls, 
an action prompted by the De­ 
partment of Social Services’ 
crackdown on welfare fraud. 


The rtove affects addicts reg­ 
istered at three treatment cen­ 
ters who failed to reply to a 
department letter requesting in- 
formatibn on where they re­ 
ceived drug treatment. 


Human Resources Adminis­ 
trator Jule Sugarman noted 
that a new welfare requirement 
provides that addicts receiving 
public assistance must be en­ 
rolled in approved rehabilita­ 
tion programs. He said only 38 3 
drug abusers of 1,338 in the 
three centers answered the let­ 
ters requesting treatment infor­ 
mation. 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. jet 
fighter-bombers Sunday blasted 
a strategic bridge in North 
Vietnam and hit targets never 
before attacked in the current

spokesmen said today. One jet 
was shot down and the pilot is 
missing. 


In South Vietnam, 45 Ameri­ 
cans were injured Sunday when 
a stack of 200 South Vietnamese 
Air Force bombs blew up at the 
Bien Hoa airbase, 14 miles 
northeast of Saigon. The inci­ 
dent was initially reported as a 
rocket attack that wounded 2 9 
Americans, but the the U.S.

The blast also de­ 
stroyed four South Vietnamese 
Army tanks and “ heavily dam­ 
aged” a U.S. Air Force AC119 
Stinger warplane. Spokesmen 
said some of the American cas­ 
ualties were caused by flying 
bomb fragments while others 
occurred during the scramble 
to find cover. 
In South Vietnam, military 
officials said two new opera­ 
tions have been launched in the 
Central Highlands about 250 
miles north of Saigon involving 
nearly 10,000 governm ent 
troops. One of the drives is 
against a division of North Viet­ 
namese infantrymen. 
Elsewhere in South Vietnam, 
government troops Sunday 
abandoned Tien Phuoc, a dis­ 
trict capital vital to the defen­ 
ses of Da Nang, in what field 
officers said was a “justified” 
retreat. 
The U.S. command said pilots 
flew 32 0 raids into North Viet­ 
nam Sunday, the most in nearly 
a month. Spokesmen said a 
Navy A7 Corsair was shot down 
14 miles southwest of Hanoi, the 
1,019 th U.S. plane lost over the 
North since the air war began 
more than eight years ago. The 
pilot was listed as missing.

'Set Up' For An Ambush

Kathleen Cleaver, wife of Alge­ 
rian-based Black Panther party 
leader Eldridge Cleaver, was 
“ set up” for an ambush recent­ 
ly, but the attempt failed, ac­ 
cording to the San Francisco 
Examiner. 
The newspaper reported Sun­ 
day that Mrs. Cleaver, accom­ 
panied by two m ale body­ 
guards, entered the darkened 
basement of a Mission Street 
apartment house while it was 
being searched by police who 
had found some stolen clothing 
there. 
“ There is little doubt that it 
was a set-up ambush in which 
someone hoped the three would 
be shot down by police ...” 
Chief of Detectives Charles 
Barca was quoted as saying. 
“ We know Mrs. Cleaver is not 
in the hot clothes racket and 
was not there for that purpose. 
The clothes were nothing more 
than bait to put police on the 
scene when she returned to the 
building.” 


The Examiner said the inci­ 
dent occurred on the night of 
Aug. 2 5 . Police following up an 
anonymous tip were examining 
the stolen clothing when a car 
drove up. 3116 officers snapped 
off their flashlights and hid. 


When two men and a woman 
emerged from the car and en­ 
tered the basement, Sgt. Thomi 
as O’Donnell turned his flash­ 
light on and ordered them to 
“freeze.” 
The woman was later identic 
fied as Mrs. Cleaver and the * 
men as John W. Washington, 
2 7, and Roland Freeman, both 
of Los Angeles. Both men have 
police records.

ACROSS THE ATLANTIC 
I Wa s Bo re d With My Jo b , So

NEW YORK (AP) - On Ju ne 
12, 1971, Nicolette Milnes Walk­ 
er climbed into her 30-foot sloop 
and set sail — alone — from the 
sou thwest tip of Wales. On Ju ly 
26, 45 day s and 3,5 00 miles 
later, she brou ght her boat to 
p ort in Newp ort, R.I., and be­ 
came the first woman to sail 
nonstop across the A tlantic 
Ocean. 
What kind of woman wou ld 
want to do a thing like that — 
endu re the known p hy sical and 
the u nknown emotional hazards 
of facing the Atlantic alone on a 
small boat? and Why ? 
“I really do think the reason I 
took this trip is that I was 
darned bored with my job, and 
I had to hav e a good reason to 
hand in my resignation,” say s 
Miss Walker, a p etite 28 -y ear- 
old woman. Here to p romote 
the book she wrote abou t her 
trip , “ When I Pu t Ou t to Sea,” 
she went on: 


“ I HAD BEEN working in the 
city , had a lot of ev enings at 
home, and started thinking 
abou t this trip . Before I knew 
it, I was making lists of what 
was needed and I had the thing 
organized,” 
Miss Walker’s seriou s sailing 


ex p erience had begu n the p re­ 
v iou s y ear on a trip to the 
Azores with two friends. Later, 
at a boat show in London, she 
began thinking of what kind of 
sailboat she wou ld need, and 
within sev eral day s had made a 
definite decision to go. 
The fou rth dau ghter of a su r­ 
geon, Miss Walker say s she 
alway s had a need for attention 
and admits, “ this might hav e 
been a hang-ov er.” 
* In addition, Miss Walker say s 
she thinks there is “something 
in the English character that 
likes to do things alone — 
there’s not that mu ch scop e for 
adv entu re on the island. 
“Before I left on this trip ,” 
she goes on, “ my p arents gav e 
me no cau se to worry abou t 
their worry ing abou t me. I was 
amazed. Then, when I landed in 
America they had flown ov er to 
meet me. It was a brav e thing 
for them to do — how long 
wou ld they hav e stay ed wait­ 
ing?” 


MISS WALKER say s her 
greatest fear du ring the trip 
was of a disaster, su ch as 
falling ov erboard, or getting 
ru n down by a large ship . And 
she say s the two strongest emo­ 
tions she endu red were fear — 


“ an u nderly ing fear all the 
tim e” —and boredom. “ The 
last was the one thing I hadn’t 
anticip ated.” she say s. “ For 
the first time in my life 1 got 
bored with reading books. The 
radio ju st kep t going ov er the 
same old news, bu t at. least I 
was p icking u p the radio from 
all ov er. 1 was in no cou ntry .” 
She say s she slep t when it 
was dark, was awake when it 
was light, and to help p ass the 
time “nibbled all day ,” and 
worked on the boat. She sp ent 
mu ch of her time on deck 
naked. “The water was often 
warm er than the air,” she ex ­ 
p lains, “and y ou cou ld dry off 
straight away . Bu t I alway s 
had on a safety harness to keep 
from falling ov erboard. 
It 
wou ld hav e made a fu nny Play ­ 
boy p hotograp h.” 
The noise from the sea and 
the boat were su rp rising, Miss 
Walker say s. “There’s alway s a 
slap p ing, and with bad weather, 
the whole boat shakes, and the 
water goes ‘boom’.” 


TIME AND sp ace were some­ 
times distorted, this blonde sail­ 
or also rep orts. “ I was alway s 
aware of what time it was for 
nav igational p u rp oses,” she 
say s, “ bu t I had no sense of 


time hap p ening —of time p ass­ 
ing. 
“ I also felt 1 was in a small 
env ironment. The world of the 
Atlantic is q u ite a small world. 
There’s abou t a six -mile hori­ 
zon — with ju st the sea — blu e, 
green and alway s a swell. I 
wou ld look back and not be able 
to believ e I had gone p ast 2,000 
miles of ocean.” 
There were sev eral sev ere 
storms du ring her trip , bu t not 
many times when Miss Walker 
say s she thou ght she wasn’t 
going to make it.

Walker, who was recently m ar­ 
ried, say s she has a “lot more 
confidence and self-awareness. 
The trip was a bit like going 
throu gh analy sis,” she say s. 
Bu t asked if she wou ld try 
her lone p assage again, she 
rep lies, “ No. Bu t it is temp ting. 
I wou ldn’t hav e the same moti­ 
v ation, thou gh,” she say s. “1 
cou ld alway s tell my self I had 
already done it once. And it 
wou ld be bad to rep eat this kind 
of p u blic adv entu re. 
“ Besides — there are so 
many other things to do.”

cent of local mail, addressed to 
local destinations, on a next- 
day basis." 
To most consum ers, that 
statement might sound more 
lik e a dream than a fact. But 
closer analy sis shows that Klas­ 
sen is not claiming much. For 
the word “most" can mean 
only 51 per cent. 
Klassen also sounded a posi­ 
tive note about airmail when he 
said, “We have in operation a 
service standard that calls for 
next-day delivery to designated 
cities within 600 miles, and in 
some instances much greater 
distances, if the airmail is in 
our hands by 4 p.m. For all 
other points, our target is deliv­ 
ery no later than second day .” 
With these words, Klassen 
was merely reciting a standard 
long sought but not y et reached 
by the Postal Service or its 
predecessor, the Post Office 
Department. 


THE MOST that Klassen 
claimed was a “real improve­ 
ment,” as indicated by spot 
check s on delivery times. 
He said, “We are capable of 
achieving a 9 5 per cent reliabil­ 
ity rate.” 
Tests show that delivery 
sometimes meets or surpasses 
these goals. But nobody k nows 
where or when service will 
reach the standard. The one 
word used most frequently by 
postal authorities to describe 
the service is “inconsistent.” 
Even if Klassen is right in 
say ing that 9 5 per cent of the 
mail meets a certain standard 
of delivery time, the chance of 
ex periencing such a perform­ 
ance is not unlik e the chance of 
being hit by lightning. 
When delivery of mail is im­ 
portant, people do not want to 
tak e chances. They want relia­ 
bility , and that is not consis­ 
tently available today from the 
Postal Service. In recent y ears, 
delivery times have been in­ 
creasing rather than decreas­ 
ing, according to official sur­ 
vey s. 
Parcel Post service has be­ 
come so bad that half of the 
business has gone elsewhere to 
such outfits as United Parcel 
Service. Klassen admits that 
special delivery has been a 
“disgrace.” He say s a new 
sy stem of “speedy bags” will 
correct the situation. Stamps 
themselves will soon be sold by 
mail, with pay ment by check , 
Klassen predicts.

For Murders 


CHRISTI AN$TE D, St. Croix 
V.I. (UPI)—Two suspects in the 
Fountain Valley golf course 
slaying of eight persons were 
ordered arraigned today, on 
this Virgin Islands resort where 
police. FBI agents and federal 
marshalls continued the jungle 
search for five other suspects. 
The arrested 
men were 
charged with eight counts of 
first degree murder Saturday, 
with bail set at more than $1 
million apiece. The suspects, 
Meral Orlando Smith and Beau­ 
mont Gereau, both St. Croix 
residents, were interned at 
Richmond jail when they could 
not post bail. 
Bench warrants for the ar­ 
rests of the five other suspects 
were issued Sunday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Warren 
Young, charging them with 
first degree murder. 
Attorney General Ronal Ton­ 
kin said earlier five to seven 
masked gunmen were believed 
to be involved in the shootout, 
in which seven other persons 
were injured, during a robbery 
at the Rockefeller owned golf 
club. 
Two of those injured were 
reported in good condition at 
Charles Harwood Hospital. The 
other five were treated and 
released Wednesday. 
The search was concentrated . 
in the heavy brush of the hills 
which border the golf course in 
the northwest corner of the 
island, according to Tonkin. 
Tonkin and Virgin Islands 
Governor Melvin Evans warned 
St. Croix residents that the men 
being sought “ are armed and 
should be considered danger­ 
ous.” 
The five men charged in the 
warrant were all believed to be 
natives of St. Croix. 
Tonkin said they used nine- 
millimeter machine guns, a 
sawed off shotgun and several 
45 caliber pistols in the attack. 
A reward totalling $26,200 
was offered for information 
leading to their arrests, with 
the Virgin Islands government 
putting up $5,000 and Laurance 
Rockefeller offering another 
$5,000. 
The 350-acre course closed 
immediately after the shooting 
and is being used as a com­ 
mand center in the manhunt.

PARIS (UPD-Le Due Tho, 
North Vietnam's top man for 
secret peace talks, returned to 
Paris today from consultations 
in Hanoi, Peking and Moscow, 
raising the possibility of a new 
round of private conversations 
to end the war. 


“ No, I haven’t met him in 
Moscow,” Tho told journalists 
at Le Bourgent airfield when 
asked whether he had conferred 
with U.S. Presidential adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger in the Sovi­ 
et capital. 


Queried whether his return 
will lead to new secret talks 
between him and Kissinger, 
who today opened talks in Mos­ 
cow with Soviet leaders on Viet­ 
nam and other world issues, 
Tho said, “ You will have an 
answer in a few days time.” 
The smiling and tough-talking 
North Vietnamese Communist 
official refused to answer ques­ 
tions on whether his monthlong 
consultations in Hanoi will lead 
to a shift in the Communist 
position allowing a break in the 
talks deadlock. 
“ I wish to stress I am return­ 


ing here to continue negotia­ 
tions with the United States to 
settle peacefully the Vietnam­ 
ese problem,” said Tho, who 
was wearing his traditional 
black high-buttoned Mao tunic. 


“ 1 also want to emphasize I 
am returning with good will 
and a serious attitude. If the 
United States shows a similar 
frame of mind, peace can re­ 
turn soon in the interests of the 
United States and all other peo­ 
ples.” 
Tho’s remarks on Kissinger 
were taken by Vietnamese dip­ 
lomats present at the airfield as 
making it virtually certain that 
Tho and Kissinger will get to­ 
gether again soon. 
Tho, usually talkative on his 
frequent returns from similar 
consultations, pushed his way 
through the crowd of news re­ 
porters and photographers, 
shaking an upraised arm and 
refusing to answer any other 
questions. 
In a brief hand-written state­ 


ment translated from the Viet­ 
namese into French, the senior 
Hanoi diplomat said Commu­ 
nist armed forces are “ scoring 
victories in spite of difficul­ 
ties.” 
Tho reiterated the Commu­ 
nist warning that “ if the United 
States listens to the voice of 
war the Vietnamese people will 
continue fighting until final vic­ 
tory.” 
In his brief statement Tho did 
not specifically request full 
compliance with the Viet Cong 
seven-point peace plan.

A $525,000 waste treatment 
and d isp osal sy stem for Bolinas 
— d esigned to end d u mp ing of 
raw sewage into the Bolinas 
Lagoon —will face a cru cial 
v oter test in Nov ember. 
Resid ents in the Bolinas Com­ 
mu nity Pu blic Utility District 
will he asked to ap p rov e a 
$385.000 bond issu e to finance 
the local share of the p roject, 
which will treat sewage in a 
sy stem of hold ing p ond s, then 
d isp ose of it throu gh sp ray irri­ 
gation. The d istrict is also seek­ 
ing $327 ,000 in state and fed eral 
grants. 
The $7 12,000 total inclu d es 
p ay ment of a $187 ,000 bill from 
former d istrict engineers, Ken­ 
ned y Engineers, for work d one 
on a su bseq u ently aband oned 
$8.1 million p roject p lanned 
with Stinson 
Beach. That 
p roject was killed last y ear 
when the state refu sed to certi­ 
fy it for grants, agreeing with 
many resid ents that it was too 
big and too costly . 
For nearly 10 y ears, the d is­ 
trict has been u nd er “ cease and 
d esist” ord ers from the Region­ 
al Water Qu ality Control Board 
to stop d ischarging its wastes 
into the lagoon. 
The p rop osed sy stem will 
serv e the 161 homes and bu si­ 
nesses in the d owntown area 
p resently p ollu ting tfia lagoon 
with their sewage. Homes on 
the Bolinas Mesa will not be

Resid ences on the mesa now 


d isp oseof sewage throu gh ind i­ 
v id u al sep tic tanks and d o not 
contribu te to lagoon p ollu tion, 
ev en thou gh some tanks are 
failing. (To allev iate the p rob­ 
lem of nonfu nctioning tanks, 
the Cou nty of Marin will be 
asked to d elegate resp onsibility 
for sep tic tank regu lation, in­ 
sp ection and abatement of fail­ 
ing tanks to the u tility d istrict.)

He re c e iv e d no se v e ra n c e 
p ay , and u nem p loy m ent checks 
stop p ed com ing in Ju ly . “ It's 
g etting down to the nitty -g rit­ 
ty ,” he said. 


M ay er tells a sim ilar tale. 


After 20 y ears in the eng i­ 
neering field, he was laid off at 
a Boeing p lant in Seattle. He 
mov ed the fam ily to Sonoma 
Cou nty , w here his wife fou nd a 
job as a w aitress. Bu t he’s had 
less lu ck. 


“ Com p anies want to p rom ote 
from w ithin,” he said. M ay er, 
who has been u nem p loy ed since 
Jan u ary , said most firm s won’t 
allow a new ex ecu tiv e to take a 
p ay cu t becau se then “ they 
think y ou ’ll be looking for m ore 
p ay elsew here.” 


M ay er said he’s w ritten m ore 
than 400 letters to p rosp ectiv e 
em p loy ers since Janu ary . “ I 
didn’t ev en know how to ty p e 
before,” he said

Shorter, Hart Star 
In Olympic Finale; 
Russia Takes Crown

MUNICH (UPI) — Frank 
Shorter and Eddie Hart, a pair 
of Americans who wouldn’t g iv e 
up, won g old medals on the 
final day of Oly mpic track and 
field competition, but it did 
little to ease the pain of the 
ov erall Russian triumph in the 
Games. 
The Russians won the medals 
race 98 -93 with only one ev ent, 
the equestrian g rand prix , re­ 
maining on today ’s final pro­ 
g ram. 
The closing ceremony , tem­ 
pered to the trag edy of the 
Israeli massacre, will end the 
20th Games tonig ht The care­ 
free Bav arian dancers will not 
perform as scheduled and the 
g ay sounds of carniv al jazz will 
be replaced by classical music. 
The somber mood should fit 
the Americans, who hav e had 
their worst Oly mpics of modern 
times. The U.S. won only 33 
g old medals compared to 45 in 
1968 while the Russians won 5 0, 
a Games record. 
But Shorter, who was bom in 
Munich 24 y ears ag o, made 
Sunday more pleasant by win­ 
ning the 26 -mile marathon, the 
first American to win this 
g rueling race in 64 y ears. 
And Hart, depriv ed of a 
chance to run in the open 100 by 
a mix up of starting times on a 
qualify ing heat, anchored the 
400-meter relay team to v ictory 
in 38 .2, equalling a world 
record. 
. The Americans also won two 
g old medals in archery and one 
in box ing . J ohn Williams, 18 , of 
Cranesv ille, Pa ., the world 
champion, won the men’s arch­ 
ery title easily and Mrs. Doreen 
Wilbur, 42, of J efferson, Iowa, 
came from fourth place to win 
the women’s title. 
Ray Seales, 20, of Tacoma, 
Wash., won a split 3-2 decision 


ov er Ang hel Ang helov of Bul­ 
g aria to capture the lig ht wel­ 
terweig ht box ing crown. 
Bronze medals went to Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base box ers 
J esse Valdez, a welterweig ht 
and Ricky Carreras, a bantam­ 
weig ht 
The U.S. also receiv ed two 
silv ers—one it refused to accept 
in basketball—and a bronze, to 
18 -y ear-old Dwig ht Stones of 
UCLA with a leap of 7 -3 in the 
hig h jump. The other silv er 
went to the U.S. women’s 1,600- 
meter relay team of Mabel 
Ferg erson, Madeline Manning , 
Chery l Toussaint and Kathy 
Hammond. 
The U.S. women didn’t win a 
track g old for the first time in 
history and the men only won 
six . The Russians won the most 
track g old medals, nine, and 
East Germany had eig ht while 
the Americans won the most 
track medals, 21, to 20 for East 
Germany and 17 for Russia. 
The Sov iet Union won two 
track g olds the final day —Yuri 
Tarmak in the hig h jump with a 
leap of 7 -3 3-4 and Fina Melnik 
in the women’s discus with a 
throw of 218 -7 . 
The Russians were declared 
winners of the Oly mpic basket­ 
ball g old medal Sunday and the 
Americans’ 36-y ear reig n in the 
sport ended. 
The end came when the Inter­ 
national Basketball Federation 
(FIBA) announced that the 
American, protest of their 51-50 
loss to the Russians Saturday in 
the g old medal g ame was den­ 
ied. But the American play ers 
declared they could not accept 
the decision and refused to ac­ 
cept a silv er medal.

MUNICH (UPD — The president of the 
United States Oly mpic Committee said Sun­ 
day that swimmer Rick DeMont of Terra 
Linda did not know the asthma medicine he 
was taking contained the drug ephedrine. 
Ephedrine is on the banned list of Oly mpic 
drug s and the International Oly mpic Commit­ 
tee (IOC) disqualified DeMont from the 1,5 00- 
meter freesty le finals and rev oked his g old 
medal in the 400-meter freesty le. 
Clifford Buck of Denv er, president of the 
United States Oly mpic Committee said nei­ 
ther DeMont, 16, nor his parents knew the 
medicine contained ephedrine. The medicine 
was prescribed by his family doctor. 
“ I want to state positiv ely that DeMont has 
done nothing wrong and that he took the 
medicine solely to ease the asthmatic sy mp- 
tioms, as he has done for y ea rs,” Buck said. 
“ He is a fine y oung man and a courag eous 
athlete who competes in spite of his ailment. 
“ The connotation of the word ‘dope’ in 
connection with this outstanding competitor is 
unthinkable and totally unwarranted,” Buck 
said. “ We look forward to the possibility of 
hav ing him on the United States of America 
team ag ain in 19 7 6 .”

Iron Curtain Arrives In 
International Tennis Play 


FOREST HILLS, N. Y. (UPI) 
—The Iron Curtain has arrived 
in international tennis — em* 
phdtlcally. 
The victory of Hie Nastase of 
Romania, 3-6, 6-3. 6-7, 6-4, 6-3 
over Arthur Ashe in U.S. Open 
tennis championships Sunday, 
coupled with his loss to Stan 
Smith in five sets at Wimble­ 
don, establishes llie as a top 
world player, and llie just could 
carry his country to the Davis 
Cup over the United States in 
Bucharest, Oct. 13-15. 
Nastase waged a clever war 
with Ashe, who, had he not 
been troubled by first service 
difficulties throughout the two 
and a half hour match, might 
have won his second Open 
crown. Ashe had played back at 
times to his winning form of 
1968, but llie, only the third 
European to win here in 36 
years, never lost his concentra­ 
tion, even when the record 
throng of 14,696 hooted at him 
for his court manners. 
Ashe had opened forcefully, 
but his game in the second set 
and through the early stages of 
the third gave the impression 


that Nastase was In control. 
But when they reached the tie 
break, Ashe sprang to life and 
raced through to lead 2-1 in sets 
when he took the tiebreak. five 
points to one. 
Yet Nastase was not to be 
denied. He took the fourth set 
after beginning badly, losing 
his service to Ashe in the third 
game when he opened with a 
double fault, then missed two 
volleys and a cross court fore­ 
hand. But he came back o 
square the set in the eighth 
game, racing to love 40 before 
Ashe fought back to deuce, 
before bowing out on a wide 
forehand and a fine passing 
shot by the Romanian. llie held 
serve easily, then broke 
through for the set, Ashe get­ 
ting only one point. 
In the final set, Nastase and 
Ashe exchanged service breaks

in the first two games, but 
Nastase got what he needed in 
the sixth game when Ashe 
missed a cross court forehand 
for 30-40 and then was long on a 
backhand. Hie then lerved out 
the match, although Arthur 
managed to get to deuce in the 
final game. 
Arthur declined to comment 
much on Nastase’i court behav­ 
ior, although admitting “ his 
manners coiild be better.” 
Nastase thought his loss at 
Wimbledon in the final to Smith 
was “ a tougher match” be­ 
cause be had been more ner­ 
vous there. Smith, the defender 
here, had been put out by Ashe 
in the quarter finals. 
The Romanian protested his 
innocence of bad manners. “ I 
didn’t hit the ball at the lines­ 
man or throw my towel at 
him,” he said.

Formal Document Says 
Nixon's Money Involved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Democratic Party 
accused Maurice Stans today of helping hire a 
“ political espionage squad” to spy on Democratic 
officials and candidates, and financing the opera­ 
tion with funds intended for President Nixon’s re- 
election campaign. 
The Democrats named Stans 
in a formal legal document 
along with three other men 
formerly connected either with 
the President’s campaign or 
with the White House. 


The complaint alleged that 
they “ embarked upon a con­ 
spiracy” last spring to purloin 
political secrets from the Dem­ 
ocrats 
“ by 
any 
available 
means, including theft and pho­ 
tographing of documents, and 
installation and monitoring of 
wiretapping and eavesdropping 
devices.” 


Named with Stans, chairman 
of the Finance Committee to 
Re-Elect the President, were 
former campaign aides Hugh 


W. Sloan Jr., G. Gordon Liddy 
and E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
The allegations were con­ 
tained in an amended com­ 
plaint, submitted by Democrat­ 
ic party lawyers in U.S. District 
Court here, to a civil suit filed 
last June against five men ar­ 
rested in the break-in at the 
Watergate offices of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
The amended complaint add­ 
ed the four men and the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-Election of 
the President as codefendants 
and upped the demands for 
damages from $1 million to $3.2 
million. 
The latest allegations, ac­ 
cording to sources close to the 


Democrats, were based on in­ 
formation gleaned from a self­ 
described participant in the al­ 
leged w iretap operation. He 
was not identified. 
The Democrats charged that 
Stans, former commerce secre­ 
tary, and 'he others conspired, 
among other things, to destroy 
financial records showing that 
$114,000 in Nixon cam paign 
funds were diverted to a special 
account to pay the “espionage 
squad.” 
Sloan was treasurer of Stans’ 
committee at the time of the 
Watergate incident, but left his 
post last July. Liddy was coun­ 
sel to the committee but was 
fired in June after he refused to 
talk to the FBI about the Wat­ 
ergate Caper. 
Hunt was a $100-a-day White 
House consultant at the time 
but he no longer holds that job 
either. 
The Democrats alleged that 
the June 17 break-in was con­ 
ducted to repair and replace 
faulty eavesdropping equip­ 
ment installed earlier. They al­ 
so alleged that the squad tried 
to break into the offices of 
Sen.George S. M cGovern in 
May.

“That train has been a long 
time coming down that track, 
but it’s finally here,” said Oga­ 
wa. standing in for Mayor John 
Reading who was out of town.

The U.S. district court said 
e Bank Secrecy Act, which 
as passed in 1970 and went 
to effect this year, insofar as 
gives the government a blan- 
¡t power to examine records 
individuals “is such an inva- 
on of a citizen’s right to priva- 
as amounts to an unreasona- 
e search within the meaning 
the Fourth Amendment.” 
The provisions of the law 
(miring banks to maintain mi- 
•ofilmed records of all trans­ 
itions and report to the gov- 
nment on large international 
oney transactions were up- 
*ld. 
But, the court said, the law, 
unconstitutional insofar as it 
jthorizes the government “ to 
'quire virtually unlimited re- 
>rting from banks and their 
istomers of domestic financial 
ansactions as a surveillance 
»vice for the alleged purpose 
discovering possible, but un- 
>eeified, wrongdoing among 
ie citizenry.” 
The court said tho relation- 


ship between the requirements 
of this law and the likelihood of 
uncovering wrongdoing was 
“far-fetched.” 


A three-judge panel which 
ruled on a challenge to the law 
noted that the Act makes no 
provision for any judicial or 
administrative requirement for 
the Secretary of the Treasury 
before he orders an individual’s- 
bank records disclosed. 


The court also noted that 
when the government gets the 
records of an individual’s bank 
account these might contain 
“details of his personal finan­ 
cial affairs” such as to whom 
he is paying money, and other 
in fo rm atio n a p p e a rin g on 
checks. 
The judges said this is the 
kind of information that must 
be obtained from the individual 
himself through legal means. 
The challenge to the Bank 
Secrecy Act was made by Cali­ 
fornia banker Fortney Stark 
and the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union and was backed by 
the American Bankers Associa­ 
tion. 
The governm ent contended 
(hat the individual depositor 
had “ no inherent interest” in 
bank records.

By U P. INTERN ATIONAL 
The Arab world reacted an­ 
grily today to the United States 
veto of a U.N. Security Council 
resolution condemning Israel 
for its punitive air raids against 
Lebanon and Syria. Syria 
threatened “ hard strikes” at 
the interests of countries it said 
were supporting Israel.

Relations between Egypt and 
West Germany also took a 
sharp turn for the worse and 
Egypt rejected today as “un­ 
convincing and insuffient" the 
West German explanation of

Munich Olympics slayings last 
week. Egypt also was angry 
because the Arabs were re­ 
ferred to as “ terro rists,” 
whereas they are regarded ill 
the Arab world as heroes. 
The sequence of events began 
last Tuesday morning in the 
Israeli section of the Olympic 
Village in Munich when Arab 
guerrillas killed two Israelis 
and kidnaped nine other who 
subsequently were murdered. 
Altogether five guerrillas, 11 
Israelis and a West German 
policeman died.

airport Sunday on suspicion he 
m ight have been connected 
with the guerrilla attack. Police 
said they had nothing definite 
against him, that it was a 
precautionary arrest and that 
the man was being questioned.

The first anti-American state­ 
ment stemming from the events 
came today in Cairo where the 
18-nation Arab League ex­ 
pressed its “ d is m a y ” over the 
Security Council failure to con­ 
demn the Israeli air attacks.

DETROIT (UPI) — General 
Motors Corp.

nounced recall of 37,000 Cadil­ 
lacs produced at the end of the 
1972 model year to find 5,000 
defective left rear axle shafts. 


The Cadillac Motor Division 
of GM said that the shafts may 
be a fraction of an inch too long 
.and “ could result in unusual 
pressure on the wheel bearing 
singled by loud noise. 


“ If this is ignored and the 
driver continues to operate the 
car without having it serviced,” 
Cadillac said, “ the bearing will 
fail and could cause a loss of 
rear wheel brakes.” 


Cadillac said that should the 
rear brakes fail “front brakes 
still are entirely operable, and 
by using caution, the ear can be 
brought to a safe stop.”

“ Barakat has helped plan 
some of Black Septem ber's 
most spectucalr capers and is 
the prime suspect as a master­ 
mind behind the Munich massa­ 
cre,” the magazine reported 
yesterday. 


Scarf Fatalities 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A study in 
the current issue of the Journal 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation showed that nearly half 
of the persons involved in acci­ 
dents involving the wearing of 
scarfs died. 
Reporting on the “long scarf”

drom e,” JAMA said in the 
study of 11 cases the death rate 
was 45 per cent. 
Dancer Isadora Duncan was 
strangled when her long scarf 
caught in the wheel of a con­ 
vertible she was riding in. 
The journal said all accidents 
occurred in the w inter when the 
scarfs became entangled in 
moving machinery. Nine of the 
victims were females between 
the ages of 10 and 30. 


Goldwater Sees 
McGovern Loss 


SAVANNAH, Ga. (UPlK-Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., pre­ 
dicts that George McGovern 
will suffer the same fate he did 
as the 1964 presidential candi­ 
date. 
‘T got the hell beat out of me. 
He’s going to get the hell beat 
out of him." Goldwater said 
Saturday night on a tour of the 
South to boost Republican can 
didates for the Senate and 
House. 
Goldwater lost to Lyndon 
Johnson bv 16 million votes. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI)— 
The United States cast its sec­ 
ond veto in U N. history Sun­ 
day, killing a resolution calling 
for an end to hostilities in the 
Middle East because it ignored 
the massacre oi Israeli athletes 
in Munich. 
The United States vetoed the 
measure, a simple Somali reso­ 
lution that called only for a 
cessation of military operations 
in the Middle East, because the 
Security Council refused to link 
recent retaliatory Israeli at­ 
tacks on Syria and Lebanon 
with last week’s slaying of 11 
Israelis in Munich at the hands 
of Palestinian guerrillas. 
Although the resolution had 
the necessary majority of votes 
for passage, the U.S. veto killed 
it. The vote was 13 in favor with 
the United States—one of the 
veto-holding powers on the 
council—voting against and 
Panama abstaining. 
U.S. 
Ambassador George 
Bush earlier in the day had 
tried and failed at getting a 
U.S.-sponsored resolution to a 
vote. The resolution would have 
condemned the “senseless and 
completely unprovoked” attack 
by the Black September Arab 
guerrilla group on the Israeli 
team members. 


Mexico Seeking 
Exportation Law 


MEXICO CITY (U P I)-T he 
Finance Ministry is seeking a 
law to force non-Mexican com­ 
panies to export a percentage 
of the products they produce in 
Mexico, a ministry spokesman 
said today. 
The law could hit U.S. compa­ 
nies heavily, depending on the 
percentages of exports demand­ 
ed. 
American auto companies, 
for example, would be required 
to export either completed cars 
or parts manufactured in Mexi­ 
co. Ford, Chrysler and General 
Motors all have factories in 
Mexico. 
Finance Minister Hugo Mar- 
gain Friday hinted at the mea­ 
sure during a speech to con­ 
gress. He said more than 100 
foreign companies were exploit­ 
ing the Mexican market, while 
their own home offices forbid 
them to export products. 


Before the vote on the Somali 
resolution, the council—meeting 
in an emergency session called 
by Syria and Lebanon to con­ 
demn Israeli attacks into those 
countries—rejected a series of 
W estern am endm ents th a t 
would have broadened the So­ 
mali measure to deplore all 
acts of terrorism. 
The Soviet Union and China 
also cast two vetoes, blocking 
the acceptance of one of the 
Western amendments that was 
otherwise ratified by nine votes 
—the required majority for pas­ 
sage. It was China’s second 
U N veto and the 109th for the 
Soviets. 
The only other time the Unit­ 
ed States cast a veto was in 
March, 1970, when it helped 
Britain block an African at­ 
tempt to extend the scope of the 
sanctions imposed on the white 
minority Rhodesian regime. 
Bush said after Sunday’s Se­ 
curity Council vote: 
“ Is it not a double standard 
to suggest that states must 
control their own forces, a point 
which we readily grant, but 
that these states need not con­ 
trol irregular forces in their 
territory—forces of m urder, 
forces of terror? 
“We have been walking a 
very dangerous path by our 
silence on terrorism. We invite 
more terrorism by our silence 
in the disaster in Munich. Are 
we indeed inviting more Mun- 
ichs?” 
In his speech before the coun­ 
cil, Bush said: “Vunich was so 
horrible, so vicious, so brutal, 
so detrimental to order in the 
world and to peace in the Mid­ 
dle East that we simply must 
not act here as if it did not 
exist.”

MEYER LANSKY 
‘Threat to safety’ 


Citizenship 
Application 
Turned Down 


JERUSALEM (U PI^-Israels 
supreme court rejected today 
the citizenship application of 
reputed Mafia chieftain Meyer 
Lansky, in effect upholding the 
governm ent’s claim that he 
would constitute a “threat to 
the public safety.’’ 


Lansky, 72, f a m e to Israel in 
1970 and stayed for one year on 
a tourist visa before applying 
for citizenship under the law of 
return, which forbids rejecting 
the immigration request of any 
Jew unless he is adjudged such 
a threat. 


The state had said that if the 
court ruled against Lansky, it 
would grant him free passage 
to anywhere he wants to go 
instead of sending him back to 
the United States, where he is 
under indictment on charges of 
illegal gambling and tax eva­ 
sion. 


“On the basis of the cumula- 
tive weight of the evidence ... 
the respondent (the govern­ 
ment) was entitled to conclude 
that the appellant has a crimi­ 
nal record, closely tied in with 
organized crim e,’’ the court 
said. 
“(the respondent) further was 
entitled to reason that because 
of this past ... there is a reason­ 
able fear that if he were al­ 
lowed to stay in the country he 
would consitute a danger to 
public safety.”

ject.” 
The communique said when 
Ophir reached the rendezvous 
the assailant drew a pistol and 
fired four shots at the Israeli. 
The Israeli communique said 
the identity of the assailant is 
known to the Belgian authori­ 
ties, who are searching for him.

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Poll: Voters Support 
Nixon's Bombing Policy

A national pollster reported 
today that potential voters sur­ 
veyed favor President Nixon’s 
bombing policy in Vietnam by a 
margin of 55 to 32 per cent . 


“ The rationale behind publie 
thinking Is that ’by mining har­ 
bors and bombing, the North 
Vietnamese will come to peace 
terms faster,’ ” said syndicated 
poll-taker Louis Harris. 


Harris also said the potential 
voters approved by 74 to 11 per 
cent the President’s contention 
that “ it is important that South 
Vietnam not fall into the control 
of the Communists.’ 


The poll was anything but. 
good news to Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate George S. 
McGovern, who is pegging his 
campaign heavily on a pledge 
to get the United States out of 
Vietnam as quickly as possible. 
Today, McGovern turned to 
the issue of wage-price con­ 
trols, saying in a statement 
issued by his headquarters in 
Washington that the adminis­ 
tration’s program had been a 
“ disaster” and the Price Com­ 
mission “ almost a total fail­ 
ure” . 
Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new took up the same subject in 


a speech to union members in 
Las Vegas, Nev . saying the 
administration wants to abolish 
the economic controls as soon 
as possible 
“ None of us likes wage and 
price controls.” Agnew said. 
“ We intend to rid ourselves of 
them as soon as we can. But 
Ihe times and our legacy from 
the past, my friends, pretty 
much determine our policy op­ 
tions. 


In his statement, McGovern 
said the Price Commission had 
failod to do its job because of a 
preoccupation with “ maintain­ 
ing profits, not with controlling 
inflation” . 
“ The Republican wage-price 
controls have been a disaster.” 
McGovern said. “ The inflation 
has not stopped. Consumer 
prices rose at a rate of 3.5 per 
cent, in the eight months be­ 
tween November, 1971, and Ju­ 
ly-only a little below the rate 
prior to the controls and consid­ 
erably above the 2.5 per cent 
goal.” 
McGovern said inflation was 
“ actually accelerating” be­ 
cause over the last three 
months, the wholesale index 
has risen at a 7.4 per cent rate, 
faster than at any time during 
the last 12 months. 


A greatly different view of 
the state of the economy was 
taken Sunday by Donald Rums 
feld. director of the administra­ 
tion’s Cost of Living Council, 
who said the job-producing 
record of the economy during a 
year of controls and defense 
industry cutbacks has been 
“ nothing short of spectacular 


“ The ability of this economy 
to grow and expand and break 
a new record practically every 
month on the employment side, 
that is to say the number of 
people productively employed 
in this economy, is amazing," 
Rumsfeld said. 


Rumsfeld said the 5.6 per 
cent unemployment rate report­ 
ed last month still was too high, 
but he said the rate has been 
coming down and he anticipat­

LOS ANGELES HJPI)—Chi­ 
ca no Activists, chanting and 
jeering, prevented Sen. Edward

speech Sunday on behalf of 
Democratic Presidential Candi­ 
date George McGovern. 
About 30 hecklers clapped 
rapidly and chanted “ Chicano 
power, Chicano power,” as 
Kennedy tried to speak to a 
crowd of about 2,500, mostly 
Mexican-Americans at East 
Los Angeles College 
The Massachusetts Senator’s 
prepared speech was a call for 
improvements in the lives of 
Spanish-speaking Americans, 
and criticized the Nixon admin­ 
istration’s record in dealing 
with Hispanic-Americans. 
He did not get to deliver it. 
“ It’s nice to be back in sunny, 
Southern California,” Kennedy 
said as the protesters kept him 
from being heard. “ I’d forgot­ 
ten what it was like to be 
heckled." 
Kennedy offered to let the 
activists have the microphone if 
they had anything to say, pro­ 
posing they send a spokesman

From Redevelopment 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors has challenged 
plans of the City of San Rafael 
for downtown redevelopment. 
It last week asked the county 
counsel to investigate the possi­ 
bility of court action to prevent 
San Rafael from going ahead 
with its redevelopment plans. 
Similar attacks may be ex­ 
pected on redevelopment plans 
of the cities of Larkspur, Corte 
Madera and Novato. 
They result from fears by 
county and school district offi­ 
cials that expected increased in 
tax revenues will be lost if the 
redevelopment plans go for- 
, ward. 


SAN RAFAEL, Larkspur, 
Corte Madera and Novato are

Taxes on the existing down­ 
town valuation would continue 
to be split up among county, 
city, and the various school and 
Special districts. 


COUNTY AUDITOR-Control 
ler Michael Mitchell has sound­ 
ed a series of warnings about 
“loss of revenues” to the coun­ 
ity end districts through this 
procedure. His latest figures, 
given to the board of supervi­ 
sors last week, show the county 
losing $30,000 in tax revenues 
and San Rafael elementary and 
high school districts losing $63,- 


000 next year if the plan goes 
ahead. 
it should be made clear that 
the “revenue loss” projected 
by Mitchell is a guesstimate of 
possible loss from possible fu­ 
ture assessment increases. It is 
based on application of the 
county-wide average annual in­ 
crease in assessed valuation. 
Neither county nor school dis­ 
tricts would lose any of the tax 
revenue they already receive 
from the area proposed for 
redevelopment. The redevelop­ 
ment plan would simply freeze 
the assessment on those prop­ 
erties at its present level, as 
far as those taxing agencies go. 
Full taxes would be paid on 
subsequent improvements, but 
they would go into redevelop­ 
ment. 


IT IS RATHER difficult to 
see where the county would be 
put to any added expense by 
improvement of downtown San 
Rafael. The county pays health 
and welfare costs in the cities 
— but commercial and public 
service developments would not 
add to such costs. Neither 
would they add to the school 
rolls. 
On the other hand, if down­ 
town San Rafael is permitted to 
continue deteriorating, its as­ 
sessed valuation will decline 
rather than increase. The re­ 
sult will be higher tax rates for 
city, county and school districts 
to make up for the actual loss 
from decline of downtown prop­ 
erty values. 
How the redevelopment taxes 
are used will spell how well the 
scheme works. But without the 
infusion of some public money 
to improve the downtown, it is 
difficult to see how it can be 
expected to continue to produce 
more tax revenues for city, 
county, and schools. 
In the long view, all should 
benefit from the redevelop­ 
ment.

Left And Right In Education: 
The Left Wing Has Control 


By JOHN W. GILBAUGH 
(Professor of Education, California State University, San Jose) 


Education and politics have much in 
common. As there is a political spectrum 
to designate the left-wing or right-wing 
stance of politicians, there is also an 
educational spectrum on which left-wing, 
centrist, and right-wing educators can be 
identified. 
For nearly a half century American 
public education has been dominated by 
left wingers. That is, controlled largely 
by advocates of social experimentalism, 
and social and naturalistic progressiv- 
ism. Social experimentalists believe it is 
the job of the school to prepare youth for 
a progressive restructuring of society. 
More than a full generation ago, the 
then president of the University of Wis­ 
consin, Glenn Frank, warned of the 
danger to American public education 
from extrem e forms of social experimen­ 
talism : 
. . from the widely separated 
quarters of the Right and the Left have 
arisen Americans who demand that the 
schools be made agencies of propaganda. 
Those on the right want the schools to 
become agencies of propaganda for their 
particular conservative concept of the 
traditional social order. Those on the left 
want them to become agencies of propa­ 
ganda for their particular brand of a new 
social order based on some measure of 
collectivism.” 
The social experimentalists play down

competition and elevate cooperation to a 
status of dominance in school programs. 
Thus, education for individualism has 
lost ground while a favorable climate has 
been established for the belief that group 
judgment is superior to individual judg­ 
ment. 
While the social experimentalists and 
the progressivists occupy the left wing of 
the educational spectrum, the essential- 
ists and perennialists are said to be right 
wingers. 
The essentialists are advocates of basic 
education — the so-called three R ’s — 
and other subject m atter and skills they 
believe will enable students to live effec­ 
tively in present and future environ­ 
ments. Die perennialists and essentialists 
espouse an educational system that is 
teach er and su b ject-m atter centered, 
whereas the experim entalists and pro­ 
gressivists are child-centered in their 
approach. 
Regardless of the outcome of the No­ 
vember elections, whether political con­ 
servatives or liberals emerge as victors 
at the polls, the American educational 
system will continue its leftward thrust 
with social experimentalists in firm con­ 
trol of United States education from 
k indergarten through the university. 
Thus, educational programs featuring 
social and emotional adjustm ent rather 
than academics will continue to preem pt 
all other considerations in American 
public education.

Danger Of Middle East War 
Lessens; Nixon. McGovern Helped 


The danger of renewed war between 
Israel and Egypt is waning. At last the 
ingredients of an Arab-Israeli settlement 
are at hand. 
Israel’s discussed return of the Gaza 
Strip and substantial parts of the south­ 
ern Sinai would have come sooner, but 
the Israelis had to be certain that the 
expulsion of the Soviet forces was firm. 
With the Russians out, the Egyptians 
cannot risk attack. With the Russians 
out, Israel is militarily secure and can 
offer generous peace terms. 


Negotiations may take many months. 
Reprisals against the Arab terrorists for 
their Olympic atrocities should be expect­ 
ed. but' renewal of the 1967 war now 
seems unlikely.

HELPED. Nixon persuaded the Russians 
that they shouldn’t risk war with the 
United States in the Middle E ast. 
McGovern persuaded Israel that there 
would be continuity of United States 
support if he were elected. 
At his first press conference in Janu 
ary, 1969, Nixon signaled a warning to 
Moscow that the greatest danger of war 
would be to risk a military confrontation 
with the United States in the Middle 
East. The Soviets expanded their forces 
in Egypt, but they served to restrain 
Egypt from going on the attack. 
In the last two weeks McGovern has 
sent personal assurances to the Israeli 
leaders that he deemed it vital to the 
United States to keep Israel secure. 


WHAT CAIRO HAD TO DECIDE. The 
Egyptians were in a box. They found that 
the Soviet forces in Egypt were unwilling 
to help them drive the Israelis out of 
Egyptian territory. They also found that 
the Israelis would offer them nothing 
approaching an acceptable settlement as 
long as the Soviet troops remained. 
They chose the only way out: to expel 
the Russians and wait for a decent 
Israeli offer. 


This is why the ingredients of peace 


are at hand. 


NIXON, McGOVERN HAVE SIMILAR 
PROBLEMS. One is the fantastically 
stupid Republican bugging of Democratic 
National Headquarters at the Watergate.

McGovern Campaign In Better 
Shape Than Humphrey's Was 


GRESHAM. Ore — The chartered jets, 
the crowds that run together in the mind, 
the contusions from lethal-edged televi­ 
sion equipment, the postmidnight bus 
rides through snarling sirens and ugly 
suburbs, the predawn departures, the 
falling further and further behind sched­ 
ule — aside from satisfying the masoch- 
ist inside, there is a sensible reason for 
enduring all this again. 


It is the price you pay for perspective. 
When you watched H ubert' Humphrey 
stumble thorugh the first week of his 1968 
campaign; when you have been before to 
the Labor Day parade in Barberton. 
Ohio; when you have gauged the crowds 
at the same airports and auditoriums 
more than once, you have a much more 
confident feeling, for example, of where 
George McGovern stands at the end of 
his first bona fide campaign week. You 
can report that the only things the 
H um phrey and M cGovern cam paigns 
have in common at this point is that both 
candidates are nominal Democrats and 
both started far behind Mr. Nixon in the 
polls. 


THROUGH MOST of September, 1968, 
the Humphrey campaign reeled from city 
to city. It was numb, desperately hung 
over from the Chicago convention at the 
end of August. Humphrey carried the 
albatross of Vietnam around his neck,

dragging him down. Now McGovern is 
running further behind in the public 
opinion surveys, yet there is none of that 
sickness — at least none visible to the 
public. 


When McGovern rode on the back of a 
convertible through the sunny, shabby 
downtown streets of Barberton, it was 
more like an earlier era than like 1968 
(except that when he got out to shake 
hands along the crowd at Tuscarawas 
and Second, a chill ran up my back that I 
have experienced only since what hap­ 
pened to Robert Kennedy and George 
Wallace). When he got to the uptown 
section, an elderly Republican-style lady 
in a folding chair said to passersby, 
“ He’s an uninvited guest here.” She 
probably said the same thing about 
Humphrey when he rolled past in 19^4, on 
his way to smite Barry Goldwater at the 
park by the lake, before a crowd bigger 
than the one McGovern drew. That was 
the year Humphrey first called himself 
“ the happy w arrior,” and nobody then 
thought of it as a sick joke. 


Some did in ’68. He started his cam ­ 
paign in Philadelphia, mistakenly trying 
to match there the crowd Mr. Nixon had 
drawn earlier in Chicago. It was a flop, 
and to make it worse there were the 
chanting pickets with the words that 
haunted his campaign: “ One, two, three, 
four, we don’t want your blanking w ar!” 
and “ Dump the Hump! Dump the Hump! 


WHEN MCGOVERN came into Seattle 
the other night, he had a good crowd 
waiting in the street outside his hotel — 
mostly young people, university age. It 
was one of the best rallies of his begin­ 
ning campaign. But the crowd was no 
larger than the one Humphrey had in an 
auditorium in Seattle slightly less than 
four years before. 
The difference was that a platoon of 
university demonstrators with a bullhorn 
got inside and delayed H um phrey’s 
speech, nearly drowning him out. Much 
the same thing happened when he cam e 
to Portland. Neither on television nor in 
the newspapers was there more than a 
line about what he came there to say, 
only the fact that he had to struggle to 
say anything. 
McGovern has encountered nothing like 
that. He met sizable, warm gatherings 
wherever his advance men wanted them 
at Savannah airport, Canton-Akron 
airport, on Labor Day at Barberton and 
< hippewa Lake, in Seattle and onward. 
There was an occasional pro-Nixon plac­ 
ard, and once a chant of “Four more 
years!’ 
But the candidate m ay have 
missed them altogether. 


THE PEOPLE who were victimizing 
poor Humphrey at every stop theoretical­ 
ly are the ones busy now registering 
other young voters for McGovern. They 
have switched from mob censorship to 
fundamental electioneering. 


His aides believe that as he becomes 
more familiar, his standing in the polls 
will grow, and if he listens grim ly to 
enough unemployed workers and exam* 
ines enough food-stamp potatoes before 
enough carefully spaced cameras in the 
nine weeks ahead, he will surprise the 
world again in November.

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Hippiedom's Own Establishment 
Celebrated In Fan Magazine Style 


Howard Smith is a Village 
Voice columnist, present “ at 
every hip’ event in New York, 
Standing a well-tailored six- 
foot three, surveying the scene 
and getting ready to tell the 
world.” 


If Walter and Louella Par­ 
sons had had a son and brought 
him up on McDougal Street, 
that boy, Mr. and Mrs. America 
and all the ships at sea, might 
have become Howard Smith. 
Or so Smith’s anonymous 
biographer speculates, adding: 
“ Many people have laid the 
term ‘rip-off’ at Howard’s 
feet. . .but every culture has 
its chronicler, and in Howard 
Smith, the New York hip world 
finds, perhaps with some re­ 
luctance, a compiler of the 
marginalia that makes the 
movement more than just a 
collection of manifestos.” 


THE MINIBIOGRAPHY ap­ 
pears in a new counterculture 
reference book titled “ Mug 
Shots: Who’s Who in the New 
Earth.” And if Howard Smith is 
ripping off the counterculture 
— alas, he’s listed as a consul­ 
tant to Youth Concepts (a 
“ marketing firm” ) — then 
“ Mug Shots” is certainly rip­ 
ping off him. So it goes. 
“ Mug Shots” (and the How­ 
ard Smiths glamorized in it) 
are, in fact, the indicators that 
the counterculture now has its 
own Establihment, its own 
Beautiful People. The names in 
“ Mug Shots” are indeed the 
Names of the ’70s: Kate Millett, 
Abbie Hoffman, Andy Warhol, 
Marshall McLuhan, Ralph Na­ 
der, Eldridge Cleaver — these 
are no longer counterculture 
personalities but the candidates 
for the covers of Time maga­ 
zine, the most sought guests for 
the, Cavett-Carson-Griffin 
shows, the new household 
words. It is the old candidate 
for the cover of Time magazine 
— the president of General 
Motors, the Debutante of the 
Year, and so on — who now 
seems to belong to the minority 
culture. 
“ The times they are a-chan- 
gin’,” went the Bob Dylan song. 
In a doubly ironic sense the 
words are true: the changers, 
too, have changed. If the under­ 
ground has surfaced to supply a 
nation in the market for Wood- 
stock chic — for a hip life-style 
— who’s left? “ Where is that 
whole happy tormented crowd I 
used to know?” cried a hip Rip 
Van Winkle in Smith’s own 
newspaper upon revisiting 
Greenwich Village a decade lat­ 


er. “ Where have all the hips­ 
ters gone?” 


“ Mug Shots” with its hip- 
Horatio Alger success stories 
gives one answer. The old outsi­ 
ders have become the new insi­ 
ders, suffering the awful en­ 
shrinements of all celebrities. 
In gushing fan-magazine style, 
“ Mug Shots” writes of a star 
poet-guru: “ If the planet were 
leveled tomorrow, Gary Snyder 
is the one person you would 
want to have at your side.” 


WHAT A CONFUSION of hip 
values: 


But if the counterculture is 
getting ripped off, co-opted, and 
— dirty word — institutional­ 
ized, it is also getting thought 
through. The palmy days of 
spontaneity may be over. But 
the best of those impulses are 
being connected into a coherent 
philosophy. 
“ Where the Wasteland Ends” 
by Theodore Roszak is the most 
successful attempt so far to 
codify the premises underlying 
the mere phenomenon of the 
counterculture. (Roszak’s forth­ 
coming work is distinctly more 
serious than Charles Reich’s 
“ The Greening of America,” 
which managed to seem simul­ 
taneously premature and too 
late.) 
“ This bopk,” Roszak states 
flatly, “is about the religious 
dimension of political life. . .It 
is the energy of religious re­ 
newal that will generate the 
next politics.” 
“ How are we to create a sane 
life?” 
“ How do I save my soul?” 
These are the political ques­ 
tions Roszak considers perti­ 
nent. 


HIS INDICTMENT of the Su­ 
perstate and Technology comes 
back to one fundamental argu­ 
ment: They turn “ people and 
nature into mere, worthless 
things.” In their emphasis on 
perfectible methods-and-sys- 
tems, they neglect in the name 
of a false practicality what 
Wordsworth called “ visionary 
power,” what Goethe called 
“ respect for the unfathoma­ 
ble.” 
Roszak sees the countercul­ 
ture as “ a massive salvage 
operation” to- restore to honor 
the mystical, the playful as­ 
pects of human nature — to 
reassert the whole man cele­ 
brating the universe as well as 
manipulating it. 
Years from now' will the 
counterculture be judged as an 
erratic but effective refresher

EOC Directors Still Bicker 
While The Money Disappears 


Despite all the studies, inves­ 
tigations and audits into the 
Marin County Economic Oppor­ 
tunity Council, the reason for 
its near-collapse earlier this 
year has never really been 
brought into focus.

While the ouster was rejected 
by the full board after a shout­ 
ing, fist-pounding session, it 
was interesting to note Conklin 
managed to once again skip by 
without explanation of what he 
and his staff do for $10,000 each 
month. 
It was also interesting to note 
that those who supported his 
attempt to oust two board 
members were among the 
strongest supporters of Lomax.

Blockbuster 
Kills Three 
In Ireland 
BELFAST (UPD—Three sol­ 
diers were killed by “ the larg­ 
est bomb yet” in Northern Ire­ 
land, a 500-pound blockbuster 
which destroyed a 10-ton Sara­ 
cen armored car Sunday night. 
Two soldiers inside the six- 
wheel vehicle were killed out­ 
right'when the bomb, estimated 
at 500 pounds of explosive, blew 
up under the armored car, 
flipped it on its back and sent it 
flying upside down 20 yards 
along a quiet country road. 
Two of the other five soldiers 
in the Saracen had to be cut 
free with acetylene torches. 
One of them died in a military- 
hospital this morning. Two oth­ 
ers were in critical condition. 
The soldier’s death was the 
125th among British troopers in 
three years of Ulster violence 
which has so far taken 557 
lives. 
The blast blew a crater near­ 
ly 20 feet deep in the road. A 
civilian driver happening by 
just after the rescue failed to 
brake in time and his car 
plunged into the hole. He was 
hospitalized, but his injuries 
were minor. 
In Belfast, members of the 
paramilitary Protestant Ulster 
Defense Association (UDA) and 
the political Vanguard front or­ 
ganization announced they were 
patching up their differences to 
oppose “ ineffectual” British 
Ulster policy. 
The new resolve grew out of a 
gunfight Thursday between 
UDA men and British troops, 
the first such army-Protestant 
clash in three years of troubles.

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More Lung Cancer 
Found In Cities 


WASHINGTON (UPD—The 
National Research Council says 
lung cancer, which claims the 
lives of 60,000 Americans an­ 
nually, is twice as common 
among city-dwellers as it is in 
the countryside. 


The council, research arm of 
the National Academy of Sci­ 
ences, issued a 303-page report 
Sunday which concluded that 
city air is 15 times more pollut­ 
ed than country air. And, the 
report said, lung cancer is most 
common in those city areas 
where general industrial pollu­ 
tion is worse. 
“ Although not all studies are 
completely consistent,” the re­ 
port said, “ it is clear that 
increased lung cancer mortality 
is generally associated with ur­ 
ban living.” 
The study noted that ciga­ 
rette smoking is still the prime 
cause of the increase in lung 
cancer. “ But smoking alone 
cannot account for the increase 
or the different rates of lung 
cancer in urban and rural 
areas.” 
The NRC said lung cancer is 
now the greatest cause of can­ 
cer deaths among American 
men, killing 50,000 a year. Lung 
cancer also claims the lives of 


10,(0) women annually, the sci­ 
entific group added. 


According to the NRC, most 
studies showed little if any dif­ 
ferences in the cigarette smok­ 
ing habits of city and rural 
dwellers. “These studies,” the 
report said,“ provide some ba­ 
sis for concluding that the 
changes in lung cancer death 
rates are related to more than 
cigarette smoking i.e. an urban 
factor.” 
The NRC concluded that the 
urban factor was air pollution 
which included a group of 
chemical compounds created in 
any combustion process involv­ 
ing hydrocarbons such as coal,- 
wood, gasoline and tobacco. 


The group of compounds is 
called POM for “ polychclic or­ 
ganic matter.” A POM ingredi­ 
ent called benzo pyrene, car­ 
ried by soot in the air, is a 
powerful cause of cancer in 
laboratory animals, the NRC 
said. 
Though it has not been 
proved absolutely that POM 
pollution causes cancer in 
man,“ cigarette smoke and city 
air have some carcinogenic 
substances and gases in com­ 
mon,” the report stated.

-Brown-eyed Terry Anne 
Meeuwsen, the new Miss Amer­ 
ica, says she is looking forward 
tc her homecoming reception in 
DePere, Wis., next month as 
one of the highlights of her one 
year reign. 
. The 23-year-old former Miss 
Wisconsin, a political conserva­ 
tive and devout fundamentalist, 
will return to the small town 
near Green Bay in mid-Octo­ 
ber, a public figure in her own 
right and a young woman guar­ 
anteed an income exceeding 
$60,000 during the year. 


But another of the 50 original 
contestants, who holds opposing 
views on politics and lifestyle, 
is not so sure what her recep­ 
tion will be when she returns to 
her home state. 


“ I’m not going to tell anyone 
when I’m going back,” Kathy 
Hebert, Miss Vermont, said 
Sunday.

“I win the jack of hearts with 
the king and lead a low dia­ 
mond to dummy's queen, which 
holds,” Kauder reports in tell­ 
ing the story of his encounter 
with this hand. “Could East be 
ducking with the king of dia­ 
monds? Hardly. For all he 
knows, the queen of diamonds 
might be my ninth trick. 


“The normal way to continue 
the diamonds is to play the ace 
and follow with a diamond to­ 
ward my jack-nine. That loses 
only when West started with 
four diamonds, king-ten. 


“But I’m wondering if there 
could be any merit in re-enter- 
ing my hand and running the 
jack of diamonds through West. 
I'm tired, but I should be able 
to determine which is the better 
play.” 


CASE BY CASE 
“Let’s see. Either play will 
win three tricks when the dia­ 
monds are divided 3-3, when 
West has the doubleton king 
and when East has the double­ 
ton ten. But leading the jack of 
diamonds will gain an extra 
trick when West holds K-10-x-x 
and 
East has the doubleton 
eight, for it West covers the 
jack of diamonds, I can later 
lead dummy’s seven, making 
three tricks unless West started 
with K-lO-8-x.” 


As you have surely noted, the 
decisive card is dummy’s seven 
of diamonds. If dummy had the 
deuce or trey of diamonds, you 
would play the suit normally, 
taking the ace on the second 
round. 


AMUSING 
Most of the hands in the 
Kauder book are amusing, but 
when my young friend chooses 
he takes a very close look 
indeed at a hand. Close stu­ 
dents of the game should make 
sure to read “The Bridge Phi­ 
losopher.”

gold-carpeted Solano County 
courtroom. Tight security has 
been imposed for the court pro­ 
ceedings. 
Selection of a 12-member jury 
with two alternates is the first 
task during the opening ses­ 
sions before visiting Superior 
Court Judge Richard Patton. A 
panel of 100 prospective jurors 
has been summoned. The entire 
trial is expected to last several 
months. 
The Mexican-born Corona, 
who has steadfastly maintained 
his innocence, is being prose­ 
cuted by G. David Teja, a 
meticulous, pipe-smoking Sut­ 
ter County district attorney. 
The defense attorney is Richard 
E. Hawk, a flamboyant veteran 
criminal lawyer from Concord, 
Calif. 
The trial originally was to 
have begun Sept. 5 but was 
postponed briefly by an appel­ 
late court. 
It was reset for 
today after Corona relented to a 
prosecution demand for fresh 
handwriting samples. 
Teja wants to compare Coro­ 
na's handwriting with a list of 
names in a green ledger alleg­ 
edly found in Corona’s bed­ 
room. The book reportedly con­ 
tains the handwritten names of 
seven of the victims plus dates 
and locations the state says are 
pertinent to the case. 
Corona’s trial was moved to 
this rural town of 48,000. near 
big Travis Air Force Base, 
after Hawk contended massive 
pretrial publicity made it im­ 
possible for Corona to receive a 
fair trial in Yuba City, near the 
grave sites. 
“Juan is a kind, gentle man,’’ 
Hawk says in describing his 
client. He says Corona’s prose­ 
cutors know he is innocent and 
that the identity of the killer 
will come out early in the trial. 
The' case began unfolding 
May 21, 1971, when the first 
body was found by a Japanese 
rancher on his property. Four 
days later eight more hacked 
corpses were pulled out of 
makeshift graves in fruit or­ 
chards near the Feather River.

Kirchanski Due 


D A R Honors 


The Daughters of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution’s national “Im­ 
migrant of the Year” award 
will be presented Sept. 28 to 
James W. Kirchanski, San Ra­ 
fael educator. 
The award is given annually 
to the immigrant citizen chosen 
by a DAR selection committee 
as having “done most to ad­ 
vance American ideals.” 
Kirchanski, who heads Three- 
R and Jameson Hall Schools in 
San Rafael, San Leandro and 
Santa Rosa, was proposed for 
the award by Sequoia Chapter 
of DAR in San Francisco. He 
was chosen for the devotion to 
American ideals characterizing 
his educational philosophy. 
The presentation will be at a 
noon luncheon at the Hyatt 
House in Oakland. 
Kirchanski was brought to 
the United States from his na­ 
tive Yugoslavia as an 8-month- 
old infant in October 1920. He 
and his Serbian parents re­ 
turned to their native country 
in 1932, but again immigrated 
to the U. S. a year and one-half 
later. 
Kirchanski says that the con­ 
trast between what he had ex­ 
perienced growing up in Ameri­ 
ca and the repression under 
King Alexander in the Yugo­ 
slavia of 1932 imbued him with 
his appreciation of the superior­ 
ity of American freedom.

He served as an Army para­ 
trooper in the South Pacific 
during World War II, and after 
the war studied for his B.A. 
degree at Wayne State Univer­ 
sity in Ohio. Later he took post­ 
graduate work at University of 
California. 


He started teaching in public 
elementary schools in 1950 ir 
Soledad, and spent two years ir 
the Sausalito schools in 1952-54 
leaving to establish the first 
Three-R School in San Rafael. 


Teacher Walkouts 
Extend Vacations 


By U P. LNTERNATIOXAL 


School bells rang today in 
New York City and Kansas 
City, Mo., where labor disputes 
apparently had been settled, 
but walkouts elsewhere extend­ 
ed the summer vacations of 
half a million students at least 
one more day. 
The continuing disputes af­ 
fected school districts in Penn­ 
sylvania, Illinois, Nevada. 
Rhode Island and Massachu­ 
setts. The state hardest hit was 
Pennsylvania, where teacher 
walkouts in 28 districts, includ­ 
ing Philadelphia, affected close 
to 400,000 students. 
In New York City, the United 
Federation of Teachers (UFT) 
told its 60,000 members to re­ 
port for work as a token of 
“good faith” even though they 
have not yet formally approved 
a new three-year contract. 
The UFT said a vote on the 
contract has been put off “at 
least until Tuesday” because of 
problems in putting the con­ 
tract into formal language and 
distributing copies to teachers. 
In Kansas City, some 700 
maintenance workers and cus­ 
todians voted Sunday to end a 
strike which had forced city 
schools to close last Thursday. 
Terms of their union’s agree­ 
ment with schoot authorities 


were not announced immediate­ 
ly. 
In Philadelphia, negotiators 
for the school district and the 
teachers’ union were meeting 
today to try again to settle the 
city’s second school strike in 
three years. 
Negotiations between striking 
teachers and school officials in 
Rockford, 111., second largest 
district in the state, were inter­ 
rupted Friday when board 
members walked out Friday, 
but were resumed Saturday. 
Some 2,300 teachers are on 
strike, affecting 43,000 pupils. 
In Las Vegas, Nev., no new 
action in a court battle over 
busing was expected until Tues­ 
day. Fifty-two elementary 
schools serving 30,000 young­ 
sters were shut down when a 
state court halted a federal 
ruling ordering busing for ra­ 
cial integration. Officials say 
the schools will stay closed 
until a decision is reached in 
federal court. 
Arguments on a court order 
against teachers’ strikes in sev­ 
en Rhode Island communities 
will be heard Monday in state 
Supreme Court. Teachefs and 
school officials appeared to be 
waiting for a ruling before 
making further decisions.

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Gunmen Kill Police 
Chief Of Bermuda 


From W elfare 
U.S. Hits New 
North Targets 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (UPI) 
—One or more gunmen broke 
into the north shore home of 
Bermuda Police Chief George 
Duckett Saturday night, shot 
him to death and wounded his 
17-year-old daughter, police 
said Sunday. 


There was no known motive 
for the killing, spokesmen said. 
They said it had not been deter­ 
mined what weapon or weapons 
were used or whether there was 
more than one gunman. Offi­ 
cials said Scotland Yard was 
sending two investigators from 
London to enter the case since 
Bermuda is British. 


Police said Duckett, 41, heard 
a noise at the back of his house 


and went to investigate. Gun­ 
fire rang out and his daughter, 
Marcia, ran to the kitchen, 
where her father lay on the 
floor. The girl was struck by a 
bullet moments later. She was 
reported in satisfactory condi­ 
tion Sunday in King Edward 
VII Memorial Hospital. 


Soon after the shooting, police 
set up roadblocks around Duck­ 
ett’s home, located in what 
investigators described as a 
bleak and lonely area on Hamil­ 
ton’s north shore. 


Police said Duckett’s wife, 
Sheena, was in the house at the 
time of the shooting but was 
unharmed. She phoned police 
shortly afterwards. 


From Welfare 


NEW YORK (UPI\—About 1,- 
000 drug addicts have been 


notified that the city has re­ 
moved them from welfare rolls, 
an action prompted by the De­ 
partment of Social Services’ 
crackdown on welfare fraud. 


The rtove affects addicts reg­ 
istered at three treatment cen­ 
ters who failed to reply to a 
department letter requesting in­ 
formation on where they re­ 
ceived drug treatment. 


Human Resources Adminis­ 
trator Jule Sugarman noted 
that a new welfare requirement 
provides that addicts receiving 
public assistance must be en­ 
rolled in approved rehabilita­ 
tion programs. He said only 303 
drug abusers of 1,338 in the 
three centers answered the let­ 
ters requesting treatment infor­ 
mation. 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. jet

Spokesmen 
said some of the American cas­ 
ualties were caused by flying 
bomb fragments while others 
occurred during the scramble 
to find cover. 
In South Vietnam, military 
officials said two new opera­ 
tions have been launched in the 
Central Highlands about 250 
miles north of Saigon involving 
nearly 10,000 governm ent 
troops. One of the drives is 
against a division of North Viet­ 
namese infantrymen. 
Elsewhere in South Vietnam, 
government troops Sunday 
abandoned Tien Phuoc, a dis­ 
trict capital vital to the defen­ 
ses of Da Nang, in what field 
officers said was a “justified” 
retreat. 
The U.S. command said pilots 
flew 320 raids into North Viet­ 
nam Sunday, the most in nearly 
a month. Spokesmen said a 
Navy A7 Corsair was shot down 
14 miles southwest of Hanoi, the 
1,019th U.S. plane lost over the 
North since the air war began 
more than eight years ago. The 
pilot was listed as missing.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Kathleen Cleaver, wife of Alge­ 
rian-based Black Panther party 
leader Eldridge Cleaver, was 
‘set up” for an ambush recent­ 
ly, but the attempt failed, ac­ 
cording to the San Francisco 
Examiner. 
The newspaper reported Sun­ 
day that Mrs. Cleaver, accom­ 
panied by two male body­ 
guards, entered the darkened 
basement of a Mission Street 
apartment house while it was 
being searched by police who 
had found some stolen clothing 
there. 
“There is little doubt that it 
was a set-up ambush in which 
someone hoped the three would 
be shot down by police ...” 
Chief of Detectives Charles 
Barca was quoted as saying. 
“ We know Mrs. Cleaver is not 
in the hot clothes racket and 
was not there for that purpose. 
The clothes were nothing more 
than bait to put police on the 
scene when she returned to the 
building.” 


The Examiner said the inci­ 
dent occurred on the night of 
Aug. 25. Police following up an 
anonymous tip were examining 
the stolen clothing when a car 
drove up. The officers snapped 
off their flashlights and hid. 


When two men and a woman 
emerged from the car and en­ 
tered the basement, Sgt. Thom­ 
as O’Donnell turned his flasfe« 
light on and ordered them to 
“freeze.”

WASHINGTON — A funny thing happened 
on the way to the Postal Forum here.

But mail experts are 
generally in agreement that the 
cost of stamps will have to 
increase at least by next 
spring’

Postal Service is providing bet­ 
ter service with fewer employ­ 
ees. 
“ Right now. in most loca­ 
tions,” he told the Postal For­ 
um, “we are delivering 95 per 
cent of local mail, addressed to 
local destinations, on a next- 
day basis.” 
To most consum ers, that 
statement might sound more 
like a dream than a fact. But 
closer analysis shows that Klas­ 
sen is not claiming much. For 
the word “most” can mean 
only 51 per cent. 
Klassen also sounded a posi­ 
tive note about airmail when he 
said. “ We have in operation a 
service standard that calls for 
next-day delivery to designated 
cities within 600 miles, and in 
some instances much greater 
distances, if the airmail is in 
our hands by 4 p.m. For all 
other points, our target is deliv­ 
ery no later than second day.” 
With these words, Klassen 
was merely reciting a standard 
long sought but not yet reached 
by the Postal Service or its 
predecessor, the Post Office 
Department. 


THE MOST that Klassen 
claimed was a “real improve­ 
ment.” as indicated by spot 
checks on delivery times. 
He said. “We are capable of 
achieving a 95 per cent reliabil­ 
ity rate.” 
Tests show that delivery 
sometimes meets or surpasses 
these goals. But nobody knows 
where or when service will 
reach the standard. The one 
word used most frequently by 
postal authorities to describe 
the service is “inconsistent.” 
Even if Klassen is right in 
saying that 95 per cent of the 
mail meets a certain standard 
of delivery time, the chance of 
experiencing such a perform­ 
ance is not unlike the chance of 
being hit by lightning. 
When delivery of mail is im­ 
portant, people do not want to 
take chances. They want relia­ 
bility, and that is not consis­ 
tently available today from the 
Postal Service. In recent years, 
delivery times have been in­ 
creasing rather than decreas­ 
ing, according to official sur­ 
veys. 
Parcel Post service has be­ 
come so bad that half of the 
business has gone elsewhere to 
such outfits as United Parcel 
Service. Klassen admits that 
special delivery has been a 
“disgrace.” He says a new 
system of “speedy bags” will 
correct the situation. Stamps 
themselves will soon be sold by 
mail, with payment by check, 
Klassen predicts.

The party most identified 
with law and order is the oppos­ 
ition party, the Christian Demo­ 
cratic Union It holds about 50 
per cent of the seats in the 
German Bundestag the lower 
bouse of Parliament 
Mr. Brandts Social Demo­ 
cratic Party and its partners in 
the governing coalition, the 
Free Democrats, hold the other 
half of the seats. 
In hopes of winning a clear 
majority. Mr. Brandt had indi­ 
cated he will call an election in 
late fall 
So far the opposition has not 
criticized the government s 
management of the Palestinian 
terrorist affair. Because the 
Bavarian government is a 


Christian Social Union govern­ 
ment and the states in Germa­ 
ny are in charge of the police, it 
will he difficult for the opposi­ 
tion to attack the federal gov­ 
ernment on this score 
The morning after the trage­ 
dy the Bonn newspaper General 
Anzeiger said. “The world sor­ 
rows. Israeli hostages are 
dead" 
It was a special edition hand­ 
ed out free in the streets erf this 
capital city as its shocked citi­ 
zens went to work. 
The tragedy occurred too late 
for most early-sleeping Ger­ 
mans to have heard the news 
Tuesday night They stood be­ 
fore the train station here with 
glum faces, reading the single 
page. The atmosphere was

CHRISTIANSTED, St. Croix 
V.I. (UPD—1Two suspects in the 
Fountain Valley golf course 
slaying of eight persons were 
ordered arraigned today, on 
this Virgin Islands resort where, 
police. F B I agents and federal 
marshalls continued the jungle 
search for five other suspects. 
The 
arrested 
men were 
charged with eight counts of 
first degree murder Saturday, 
with bail set at more than $1 
million apiece. The suspects, 
Meral Orlando Smith and Beau­ 
mont Gereau, both St. Croix 
residents, were interned at 
Richmond jail when they could 
not post bail. 
Bench warrants for the ar­ 
rests of the five other suspects 
were issued Sunday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Warren 
Young, charging them with 
first degree murder. 
Attorney General Ronal Ton­ 
kin said earlier five to seven 
masked gunmen were believed 
to be involved in the shootout, 
in which seven other persons 
were injured, during a robbery 
at the Rockefeller owned golf 
club. 
Two of those injured were 
reported in good condition at 
Charles Harwood Hospital. The 
other five were treated and 
released Wednesday. 
The search was concentrated. South, 
in the heavy brush of the hills 
which border the golf course in 
the northwest corner of the 
island, according to Tonkin. 
Tonkin and Virgin Islands 
Governor Melvin Evans warned 
St. Croix residents that the men 
being sought “ are armed and 
should be considered danger­ 
ous.” 
The five men charged in the 
warrant were all believed to be 
natives of St. Croix. 
Tonkin said they used nine- 
m illim eter machine guns, a 
sawed off shotgun and several 
45 caliber pistols in the attack. 
A reward totalling $26,200 
was offered for information 
leading to their arrests, with 
the Virgin Islands government

PARIS (UPD—Le Due The, 
North Vietnam's top man for 
secret peace talks, returned to 
Paris today from consultations 
in Hanoi, Peking and Moscow, 
raising the possibility of a new 
round of private conversations 
to end the war. 


“ No, I haven’t met him in 
Moscow,” Tho told journalists 
at Le Bourgent airfield when 
asked whether he had conferred 
with U.S. Presidential adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger in the Sovi­ 
et capital. 


Queried whether his return 
will lead to new secret talks 
between him and Kissinger, 
who today opened talks in Mos­ 
cow with Soviet leaders on Viet­ 
nam and other world issues, 
Tho said, “ You will have an 
answer in a few days time.” 
The smiling and tough-talking 
North Vietnamese Communist 
official refused to answer ques­ 
tions on whether his monthlong 
consultations in Hanoi will lead 
to a shift in the Communist 
position allowing a break in the 
talks deadlock. 
“ I wish to stress I am return­ 


ing here to continue negotia­ 
tions with the United States to 
settle peacefully the Vietnam­ 
ese problem,” said Tho, who 
was wearing his traditional 
black high-buttoned Mao tunic. 


“ I also want to emphasize I 
am returning with good will 
and a serious attitude. If the 
United States shows a similar 
frame of mind, peace can re­ 
turn soon in the interests of the 
United States and all other peo­ 
ples.” 
Tho’s remarks on Kissinger 
were taken by Vietnamese dip­ 
lomats present at the airfield as 
making it virtually certain that 
Tho and Kissinger will get to­ 
gether again soon. 
Tho, usually talkative on his 
frequent returns from similar 
consultations, pushed his way 
through the crowd of news re­ 
porters and photographers, 
shaking an upraised arm and 
refusing to answer any other 
questions.

A $525,000 waste treatment 
and disposal system for Bolinas 
— designed to end dumping of 
raw sewage into the Bolinas 
Lagoon —will face a crucial 
voter test in November. 
Residents in the Bolinas Com­ 
munity Public Utility District 
will be asked to approve a 
$385,000 bond issue to finance 
the local share of the project, 
which will treat sewage in a 
system of holding ponds, then 
dispose of it through spray irri­ 
gation. The district is also seek­ 
ing $327,000 in state and federal 
grants. 
The $712,000 total includes 
payment of a $187,000 bill from 
former district engineers, Ken­ 
nedy Engineers, for work done 
on a subsequently abandoned 
$8.1 million project planned 
with Stinson Beach. That 
project was killed last year 
when the state refused to certi­ 
fy it for grants, agreeing with 
many residents that it was too 
big and too costly. 
For nearly 10 years, the dis­ 
trict has been under “cease and 
desist.” orders from the Region­ 
al Water Quality Control Board 
to stop discharging its wastes 
into the lagoon. 
The proposed system will 
serve the 161 homes and busi­ 
nesses in the downtown area 
presently polluting tRa lagoon 
with their sewage. Homes on 
the Bolinas Mesa will not be 
sewered at present, because of 
the prohibitive cost of such a 
project 
Residences on the mesa now 


disposeof sewage through indi­ 
vidual septic tanks and do not 
contribute to lagoon pollution, 
even though some tanks are 
failing. (To alleviate the prob­ 
lem of nonfunctioning tanks, 
the County of Marin will be 
asked to delegate responsibility 
for septic tank regulation, in­ 
spection and abatement of fail­ 
ing tanks to the utility district.) 
At the heart of the system 
will he six treatment ponds on 
52 acres of property at Mesa 
Road and Overlook Drive.

Self-Help Group Finds Jobs 
For Out-Of-Work Executives

Merrill J. Yoh of Terra Linda 
once earned $15,000 a year as 
national sales m anager of a San 
Francisco drafting and engi­ 
neering firm, but the 50-year- 
old was dumped on the job 
m arket in 1969 when a larger 
corporation absorbed his com­ 
pany. 
0. Fred Mayer, 48, of Roh­ 
nert Park, earned $18,000 a 
year as a senior flight test 
engineer with Boeing Co. in 
Seattle until May 1971, when he 
was laid off. 
A 51-year-old San Rafael fam ­ 
ily man earned $12,000 a year 
as superintendent of a San 
Francisco paint factory until 
the plant closed in 1968. 
All three have been looking 
for perm anent work ever since 
as their precious savings ac­ 
counts have dwindled. 
The trio, along with a half- 
dozen other unemployed Marin 
residents, belongs to a self-help 
organization in San Francisco 
designed to help employers find 
qualified executive personnel. 
It’s called Experience Unlim­ 
ited. and its aim is to go out of 
business by placing all its 
members in jobs. 
There are more than 20 chap­ 
ters of Experience Unlimited 


located in offices of the state 
D epartm ent of Hum an Re­ 
sources Development through­ 
out California. 
The San Francisco offices of 
the organization — established 
in 1930 as a private group, but 
since taken over by the state — 
are at 134 California Street. 
More than 50 middle-manage- 
m ent professionals, ranging 
from the doctorate to the tech­ 
nician level, belong to the local 
chapter, 
according 
to 
the 
husky, white-haired Yoh. 
Yoh said active group mem­ 
bers must log four hours of 
volunteer tim e each week, 
staffing the office or canvassing 
prospective employers. 
In addition, weekly meetings 
are held during which members 
brush up on resum e w'riting 
techniques, learn how to breeze 
through an interview or listen 
to speakers, who offer tips on 
job hunting. 
In return, each active mem­ 
ber is listed on the organiza­ 
tion’s m aster card file which 
details job history, education 
and qualifications. B ulletins 
listing the scope of Experience 
Unlimited’s resource pool are 
periodically sent to employers. 
The result is a “ large turn­

ing to Yoh, who said he’s been 
listed with the organization for 
about eight months. 


Yoh said the organization can 
save a firm costly training ex­ 
penses and provides able execu­ 
tives on short notice without 
charge. 


E xperience U nlim ited pro­ 
vides a unique service for un­ 
employed executives, many of 
whom find th eir out-of-work 
status a “peculiar and frighten­ 
ing predicam ent,” Yoh said. 


Unemployed middle manage­ 
ment personnel are trapped, he 
said, because firms rarely hire 
at the middle management lev­ 
el. “ Firm s hire at the bottom or 
at the top, but never in the 
middle.” 


Yoh said he’s been hounding 
employers since 1969 when a 
m erger eliminated his manage­ 
rial job. He had worked for his 
company for 20 years. 


He received no severance 
pay, and unemployment checks 
stopped coming in July. “ It’s 
getting down to the nitty-grit­ 
ty,” he said. 


Mayer tells a sim ilar tale. 


.After 20 years in the engi­ 
neering field, he was laid off at 
a Boeing plant in Seattle. He 
moved the family to Sonoma 
County, where his wife found a 
job as a waitress. But he’s had 
less luck. 


“ Companies want to promote 
from within,” he said. Mayer, 
who has been unemployed since 
January, said most firms won’t 
allow a new executive to take a 
pay cut because then “ they 
think you’ll be looking for more 
pay elsewhere.” 


Mayer said he’s written more 
than 400 letters to prospective 
employers since January. “ I 
didn’t even know how to type 
before.” he said 


“ it’s a full time job just 
looking for work — and harder, 
too.”

Despite the dip, Pugh said he 
hoped that youth employment 
service would become an all- 
year operation “with the Nova­ 
to Youth Commission or some 
other agency taking care of it.” 
The summer, the program 
designed to provide jobs for 
boys and girls between the ages 
of 15 and 18, was sponsored by 
the Novato Parks and Recrea­ 
tion Commission and the Nova­ 
to Rotary Club.

19 to Aug. 18, the agency han­ 
dled 66 jobs as compared to 148 
last summer and income to­ 
taled $2,280 as compared to 
$5,793 last summer. 
Forty-two youths were regis­ 
tered and 33 placed in jobs as 
compared to 145 registered and 
64 placed last summer, Pugh 
said. 
Most of the jobs were yard 
work, some were baby-sitting 
and a few were offbeat such as 
the task of typing the batting 
averages of minor league base­ 
ball players for a baseball in­ 
formation service in Novato.

P. C. writes: “Why don’t doctors make 
house calls any more?”

All 
too often the person has been ill for 24 hours, 
the family panics, and decides the doctor 
should drop everything and come to the 
house.

At one 
time, the doctor carried all his 
equipment in a little black bag.

BY MODERN standards this 
examination is far from com­ 
plete, and a more thorough 
study can be done in the office 
or hospital emergency room. In 
the long run, the patient bene­ 
fits. 
Furthermore, making a house 
call in the city is becoming 
more difficult. It takes a long 
time, especially when the traff­ 
ic is heavy, and parking is a 
problem, In addition, the doctor 
is in danger of being mugged or 
robbed. House calls are simply 
uneconomical and not practica­ 
ble. 


ON THE OTHER hand, in 
problem cases, the house call 
may aid in making the diagno­ 
sis.

Shorter, Hart Star 
In Olympic Finale; 
Russia Takes Crown

MUNICH (UPI) _ Frank 
Shorter and Eddie Hart, a pair 
of Americans who wouldn’t give 
up, won gold medals on the 
final day of Olympic track and 
field competition, but it did 
little to ease the pain of the 
overall Russian triumph in the 
Games. 
The Russians won the medals 
race 98-93 with only one event, 
the equestrian grand prix, re­ 
maining on today’s final pro­ 
gram. 
The closing ceremony, tem­ 
pered to the tragedy of the 
Israeli massacre, will end the 
20th Games tonight The care­ 
free Bavarian dancers will not 
perform as scheduled and the 
gay sounds of carnival jazz will 
be replaced by classical music. 
The somber mood should fit 
the Americans, who have had 
their worst Olympics of modern 
times. The U.S. won only 33 
gold medals compared to 45 in 
1968 while the Russians won 50, 
a Games record. 
But Shorter, who was bom in 
Munich 24 years ago, made 
Sunday more pleasant by win­ 
ning the 26-mile marathon, the 
first American to win this 
grueling race in 64 years. 
And Hart, deprived of a 
chance to run in the open 100 by 
a mixup of starting times on a 
qualifying heat, anchored the 
400-meter relay team to victory 
in 38.2, equalling a world 
record. 
, The Americans also won two 
gold medals in archery and one 
in boxing. John Williams, 18, of 
Cranesville, pa., the world 
champion, won the men’s arch­ 
ery title easily and Mrs. Doreen 
Wilbur, 42, of Jefferson, Iowa, 
came from fourth place to win 
the women’s title. 
Ray Seales, 20, of Tacoma,

The other silver 
went to the U.S. women’s 1,600- 
meter relay team of Mabel 
Fergerson, Madeline Manning, 
Cheryl Toussaint and Kathy 
Hammond. 
The U.S. women didn’t win a 
track gold for the first time in 
history and the men only won 
six. ’die Russians won the most 
track gold medals, nine, and 
East Germany had eight while 
the Americans won the most 
track medals, 21, to 20 for East 
Germany and 17 for Russia. 
The Soviet Union won two 
track golds the final day—Yuri 
Tarmak in the high jump with a 
leap of 7-3 3-4 and Fina Melnik 
in the women’s discus with a 
throw of 218-7. 
The Russians were declared 
winners of the Olympic basket­ 
ball gold medal Sunday and the 
Americans’ 36-year reign in the 
sport ended. 
The end came when the Inter­ 
national Basketball Federation 
(FIBA) announced that the 
American protest of their 51-50 
loss to the Russians Saturday in 
the gold medal game was den­ 
ied. But the American players 
declared they could not accept 
the decision and refused to ac­ 
cept a silver medal. 
Ferenc Hepp of Hungary, 
chairman of the five-man FIBA 
group that made the decision on 
the basketball game, tried to 


AFTER GOLF WIN 
Player's Song 
Is Different 


AKRON, Ohio (UPD - When 
you call Gary Player a scram­ 
bler, he usually denies it em­ 
phatically. 
But the 17-year PGA tour 
veteran sang a different tune 
Sunday after he picked up $50,- 
000 for his 71-71-142, two-stroke 
victory over Jack Nicklaus and 
Lee Trevino in the 11th annual 
World Series of Golf. It was the 
third time the South African 
has captured the 36-hole event. 
Player, who won the Profes­ 
sional Golf Association champi­ 
onship a month ago, one-puited 
10 out of the first 14 holes in the 
final round, nine of which were 
to salvage par, “ the best 
putting since I don’t remember 
when.’’ 
“I don’t remember putting so 
well from the No. 1 through No. 
36 as I did here,” Player said. 
“Yes, I did have a scrambling 
day. 
“A good example of that was 
on No. 11 when I hooked my 
drive in the left rough, couldn’t 
see the flag and hat to hit a 
nine-iron to the green. The ball 
went by the hole 30 feet. My 
first putt went in for a birdie.” 


That was only the second 
birdie Player managed in two 
days over the par 70,7,100-yard 


Firestone Country Club course. 
The first came in Saturday’s 
opening round on the same par 
four 365-yard hole. 
While Player hit only four of 
the first 14 greens in regulation 
during the finald round, he 
came on strong in the stretch, 
pairing the final four holes. His 
only real difficulty came on the 
625-yard 16th hole. 
“Gary got it up and down on 
every hole,” said a dejected 
Nicklaus, who along with Trevi­ 
no picked up $11,250. “Nobody 
was putting any pressure on 
Gary so he just chipped up and 
made his par putts. 
“I never got anything going 
here and when I went on the 
tee, all I would think about was 
getting par. I didn’t get it sharp 
enough. I played less bad golf 
today (Sunday) but my three- 
putting on the first and fourth 
holes made the difference.”

DeMONT DID NOT 
KNOW ABOUT DRUG 


MUNICH (UPD — The president of the 
United States Olympic Committee said Sun­ 
day that swimmer Rick DeMont of Terra 
Linda did not know the asthm a medicine he 
was taking contained the drug ephedrine. 
Ephedrine is on the banned list of Olympic 
drugs and the International Olympic Commit­ 
tee (IOC) disqualified DeMont from the 1,500- 
m eter freestyle finals and revoked his gold 
medal in the 400-meter freestyle. 
Clifford Buck of Denver, president of the 
United States Olympic Committee said nei­ 
ther DeMont, 16, nor his parents knew the 
medicine contained ephedrine. The medicine 
was prescribed by his family doctor. 
" I want to state positively that DeMont has 
done nothing wrong and that he took the 
medicine solely to ease the asthm atic symp- 
tioms, as he has done for years,” Buck said. 
“ He is a fine young man and a courageous 
athlete who competes in spite of his ailment. 
“ The connotation of the word ‘dope’ in 
connection with this outstanding competitor is 
unthinkable and totally unw arranted,” Buck 
said. “ We look forward to the possibility of 
having him on the United States of America 
team again in 1976.”

An unidentified policeman in 
the village complex told news­ 
men one man was shot dead 
and three wounded in the shoot­ 
ing outside the Russian housing 
complex, but a spokesman for 
the Olympic Games denied the 
report. 
Meanwhile, West Germany 
won the team grand prix jump­ 
ing Olympic gold medal today 
ahead of the United States and 
Italy.

Iron Curtain Arrives In 
International Tennis Play 


FOREST HILLS, N. Y. (UPI) 
—The Iron Curtain has arrived 
in international tennis — em ­ 
phatically. 
The victory of Hie Nastase of 
Romania, 3-6, 6-3, 6-7, 6-4, 6-3 
over Arthur Ashe in U.S. Open 
tennis championships Sunday, 
coupled with his loss to Stan 
Smith in five sets at Wimble­ 
don, establishes Ilie as a top 
world player, and Ilie just could 
carry his country to the Davis 
Cup over the United States in 
Bucharest, Oct. 13-15. 
Nastase waged a clever war 
with Ashe, who, had he not 
been troubled by first service 
difficulties throughout the two 
and a half hour match, might 
have won his second Open 
crown. Ashe had played back at 
tim es to his winning form of 
1968, but Ilie, only the third 
European to win here in 36 
years, never lost his concentra­ 
tion, even when the record 
throng of 14,696 hooted at him 
for his court manners. 
Ashe had opened forcefully, 
but his gam e in the second set 
and through the early stages of 
the third gave the impression 


that Nastase was in control. 
But when they reached the tie 
break, Ashe sprang to life and 
raced through to lead 2-1 in sets 
when he took the tiebreak, five 
points to one. 
Yet N astase was not to he 
denied. He took the fourth set 
after beginning badly, losing 
his service to Ashe in the third 
gam e when he opened with a 
double fault, then missed two 
volleys and a cross court fore­ 
hand. Bui he came back o 
square the set in the eighth 
game, racing to love 40 before 
Ashe fought 
back 
to deuce, 
before bowing out on a wide 
forehand and a fine passing 
shot by the Romanian. Ilie held 
s e r v e 
e a s i l y , 
then 
broke 
through for the set, Ashe get­ 
ting only one point 
In the final set, Nastase and 
Ashe exchanged service breaks 


in the first two games, but 
Nastase got what he needed in 
the sixth g a me when A she 
missed a cross court forehand 
for 30-40 and then was long on a 
backhand. Ilie then lerved out 
the match, although Arthur 
managed to get to deuce in the 


final game. 
Arthur declined to comment 
much on N astase’s court behav­ 
ior, although adm itting ‘‘his 
manners could be better. * 
N astase thought his loss at 
Wimbledon in the final to Smith 
was “a tougher m atch” be­ 
cause he had been more ner­ 
vous there. Smith, the defender 
here, had been put out by Ashe 
in the quarter finals. 
The Romanian protested his 
innocence of bad manners. “ I 
didn’t hit the ball at the lines­ 
man or throw my towel at 
him ,” he said.
